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THE HOWITZER FOR 1922 
A CREDIT TO ITS EDITORS. 


The Howitzer for 1922, dedicated “to 
the spirit of old West Point,” has just 
been issued. It is a credit to the Military 
Academy and its editors. The book is 
complete in every sense and recalls the 
old days of West Point as they were be- 
fore the war interrupted the traditional 
course of events at the Academy. 

On Aprit 20, 1917, the class of 1917 
was graduated. This was the first of 
many early graduations caused by the re- 
cent war. On Aug. 30 of that year the 
class of 1918 was graduated, again leav- 
ing the-Academy without a first class. 
From that time until July 1, 1921, when 
the present fourth class entered, the grad- 
uation of classes followed so quickly that 
at no time were there more than three 
classes at West Point. 

Between Aug. 20, 1917, and July 1, 
1921, no class was graduated at its proper 
time. This state of affairs was very un- 
satisfactory for preserving the spirit and 
tradition of the corps. 

It is therefore with a certain amount of 
pride that the editors point to this as the 
first Howitzer representing first classmen, 
second classmen, yearlings and plebes, pub- 
lished in six years. 

As the editors say, “At West Point the 
class ig a social unit. Classmates enter 
the Academy together, live together for 
four years, and those who do not fall by 
the wayside graduate together. Every 
class has its own experiences and it is 
fitting that each class should be taken up 
separately and its history and activities 
given.” ‘This the editors have done in the 
1922 Howitzer in a very interesting man- 


ner. 

The place of honor is given to a full- 
page portrait of President Harding. 

Following President Harding’s portrait, 
thirty pages are devoted to interior and 
exterior views at the Academy. The next 
section takes up in detail the administra- 
tion and academic departments of the 
Academy, giving the names and photo- 
graphs of. the military and academic 
staffs, leading with the photograph of the 
superintendent and commandant, Brig. 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 

The next section in the book is given 
over to the rosters and descriptive matter 
of the companies from A to M, inclusive. 

Following that, the editors take up the 
classes and devote a page to each gradu- 
ate, with his picture and other interesting 
personal matter about him. 

The annual Hundredth Night attrac- 
tion, “Ho, Ho, Jose,” was reviewed in de- 
tail. Some very clever humor is, included 
in the section of barracks satire. Sports, 
as usual, come in for their share of at- 
tention. 

The art werk in the book is of the high- 
est standard and reflects great credit on 
the ability of the artists of the corps.

UNITED STATES ARMY BAND 
GIVES CONCERT IN WASHINGTOR, 


The United States Army Band, Francis 
Leigh, bandmaster, gave its first public 
concert in Washington on May 25 under 
the auspices of the Washington Times. 

“The Washington Times March,” by 

Charles Benter, leader of the United 
States Navy band, was played for the first 
time in public by the Army band with Mr, 
Benter conducting. 
_ The United States Army band (which 
is not to be confused with the Army Musie 
School band, the educational unit for 
bandmasters and players in the Army 
bands) represents all three branches of 
the Service. It is the official Army band 
as distinct from regimental bands. 

Upon the drum major’s baton of the 
United States Army band are the three 
ecrds, gold for Cavalry, blue for Infantry 
and red for Artillery, marking it as the 
national Army band. 

Seven selections on the program by the 

Army band added a spirited note to this 
Washington concert, of Washington com- 
posers. Bandmaster Leigh gave them with 
all the ‘martial verve at his command, hon- 
oring a group. of young composers by es- 
tsblishing their claim to real recognition 
in the music world. 
’ In contrast, two excerpts from a mass 
in B flat, by Francis Leigh, “Messe Solen- 
nelle de Ste. Faith,” presented the leader- 
composer and the band in a symphonic 
work. It was melodious in the Italian 
manner of pure “bel canto,” broad in form 
and in fitness for its use, having a stateli- 
ness in a slow, impressive march, and in 
the solo from the “Credo” for horn a touch 
of the ritualistic. The “Agnus Dei” was 
vocal in its trio arrangement with musi- 
cianly modulations, while fine climaxes 
gave it emotion, and the splendid unity of 
the players with fine timbre of the band as 
a whole brought this new organization to 
the serious attention of music lovers.

Service Appropriation Bills in Congress 


By E. B. Johns, Washington Correspondent 


The joint Senate and House conferees 
on the War Department Appropriation 
pill are now wrestling with the appropria- 
tions for the Army of the United States. 
This includes the items in the bill for the 
officers of the Regular Army, the enlisted 
strength of the Regular Army, the allow- 
ances for the National Guard, the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps, the Reserve Officers Train- 
ing Corps and the Citizens’ Training 
Camps. 

As indicated previously in these col- 
umns, the House conferees, especially Rep- 
resentatives Stafford and Sisson, are re- 
sisting stubbornly the increases made by 
the Senate. It is understood that Chair- 
man Anthony of the War Department 
sub-committee of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee is inclined to favor a 
compromise. From a reliable source it is 
learned that the House conferees are rais- 
ing the most objections to the increase in 
the enlisted strength of the Regular Army. 
They are insisting that the House will not 
approve a bill with more than 125,000 en- 
listed men. It is stated that the House 
conferees, or rather Mr. Anthony, has in- 
dicated that he would be willing to com- 
promise on the Regular Army with 12, 
officers and. 125,000 men. 

The position of the Senate conferees 
was materially strengthened by the letter 
from President Harding. The President 
has placed himself squarely in favor of 
the Senate increases, and with his help 
the Senate conferees are hopeful of se- 
curing approximately the appropriations 
that were authorized by the Senate. This 
applies to the other components of the 
Army of the United States as well as the 
Regular Army. The House conferees are 
reported to be as stubborn in their resist- 
ance to the increases for the National 
Guard and other components of the Army 
as they are for the Regular establishment. 
They may be taking this position relative 
to the National Guard and Reserves for 
trading purposes, but at present the en- 
tire program is involved in a controversy 
between the conferees of the two Houses. 


All Plans Held Up. 


The hold-up in the conference commit- 
tee is proving very embarrassing to the 
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War Department. June 28 is the limit 
on the time when the notice can be sent 
out by the corps area commanders for the 
Reserve Officers’ School. A state of un- 
certainty is also created in the National 
Guard, as the Militia Bureau hesitates to 
go ahead with any of its plans. Assur- 
ances have been given unofficially that the 
conferees will agree on the major part of 
the increases outside of the Regular estab- 
lishment, but it is not regarded as safe 
to go ahead with the plans for this sum- 
mer’s camps until the House has taken 
action on the conferees’ report. 

The House conferees are also objecting 
to the legislative provisions of the Senate 
bill fixing the strength of the officers 
corps for the Regular Army. Arguments 
are being made against the elimination 
features of the War Department’s bill. 
Various plans for the demotion of the 
Regular officers are being proposed along 
the line of the bill as it passed the House. 
This feature of the bill is one on which 
the conferees are experiencing the great- 
est difficulty in reaching an agreement. 


Will Act on Nominations. 


It is stated that the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs has been polled and 
as a result it is found to be in favor of 
confirming all of the nominations now 
pending before the Senate. As soon as a 
quorum can be obtained it is believed that 
the Senate will take action upon the nom- 
inations. It is understood that Chairman 
Wadsworth does not want to bring out 
the nominations without the backing of 
at least a majority and, if possible, all 


_ment. 


the members of the committee. He real- 
izes that he must face opposition on the 
floor of the Senate, especially if the com- 
mittee should vote to confirm Lieut. Col. 
Dunean Major. It is believed that the 
committee will take this action at the 
same time that it passes upon the other 
nominations. The position is taken by 
the majority of the committee that the 
time to act on the nominations will be 
after the conferees have reached an agree- 
ment on the Army Appropriation bill. 


The Naval Appropriation Bill. 


The Senate on June 15 took up the 
Naval Appropriation bill and it is be- 
lieved that it will require about three days 
to dispose of the measure. Such wide in- 
terest is taken in the bill that it has been 
necessary to authorize a second print of 
it and the report since it has come from 
the committee. 

The amendments in the bill relating to 
the shore stations it is bélieved will de- 
velop a bitter navy yard controversy on 
the floor of the Senate. The California 
Senators are insisting that the House pro- 
visions for Mare Island should be re- 
stored. There will also be an effort made 
to provide appropriations for other shore 
stations on the Pacific coast which have 
been recommended by the Navy Depart- 
The shore station situation on the 
Atlantie coast will develop some very 
heated controversies and the whole navy 
yard question will be threshed over in 
the Senate at length before the bill is 
passed. 

Senator King has been busy organizing 


a movement for the reduction in the 
strength of the Marine Corps below that 
which passed the House and has been re- 
ported to the Senate, He says that there 
should be at least a reduction of 10,000 
in the strength of the corps. The Sena- 
tor claims to have met considerable en- 
couragement in his crusade the 
Marine Corps. He will also propose nu- 
merous amendments for a reduction in 
the appropriations for the Navy. 

Aside from this, there will be amend- 
ments proposed increasing the appropria- 
tions above the Senate’s report on the 
amount appropriated for the maintenance 
of the navy yards. It is claimed that the 
bill in its present form would result in 
the discharge of about 10,000 employees 
in the different navy yards. 


The Hydrographic Office. 


The reduction and limitations placed 
upon the appropriations in the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill for the Hydrographic 
Office and Naval Observatory are not re- 
garded as measures of economy. It is 
part of a campaign that has been con- 
ducted for years to transfer these activi- 
ties to the Department of Commerce. The 
naval authorities annually have been 
called upon to resist these encroachments 
by calling attention to the vital necessity 
of these two institutions to the efficiency 
of the Fleet. 

Every Navy in the world, with one pos- 
sible exception, maintains institutions of 
this character. The Navy Department 
employs civilian experts as well as offi- 
cers in making charts which are of special 
value to the Fleet. Some of these are of 
a very confidential character and are a 
part of the war plans of the Navy. It 
would greatly embarrass the Fleet to have 
some of these charts in the hands of civil- 
ian authorities. Especially in time of 
war would it be important for the Navy 
to be in possession of confidential charts. 

The Naval Observatory is not for the 
purpose of studying astronomy, as it would 
indicate. It is maintained to develop vari- 
ous types of compasses and a system of 
navigation for the Navy. Both the 
Hydrographic Office and the Naval Ob- 
servatory furnish valuable material for 
the merchant marine, but above all, they 
are essential to the maintenance of the 
efficiency of the Fleet. 





Secretary of War 


The reason for the maintenance of an 
Army and the necessity of ite maintenance 
at the highest possible point of efficiency 
were forcibly stated by Secretary of War 
Weeks in his address to the graduating 
class at the U.S. Military Academy on 
June 13. 

The speech was a logical and convincing 
answer to the arguments of those pacifists 
who would destroy the defense of the na- 
ton. 


In the course of the address, the Secre- 
lary said: 

“There are, of course, in every country 
extreme pacifists who naturally inveigh 
against the maintenance of a military 
oree of any character. Then there are 
those who do not, or will not, recognize 
‘he fact that differences in race, geography, 
language and customs, individual and 
dass aspirations, competition in commerce, 
and the everlasting struggle of man to 
ftrn a livelihood, create antagonisms be- 
tween individuals, groups and _ classes’ 
Which would soon destroy all forms of 
°rganized government if there was not law 
cked by force to protect the sane and 
W-abiding majority from the impetuous 
énd rash acts of individuals and organ- 
wed minorities. But it is not necessary 
or me to attempt to demonstrate to this 
tlass, which has spent a good part of the 
time during the last four years in studying 
Modern and ancient history, that every 
‘cuntry must maintain a defensive military 
force, I think it might be interesting and 
‘structive, however, to call to your at- 
tention an instance in the history of our 
own country when one of our great cities 
‘und itself deprived of its organized de- 
‘asive force. 

‘It is but a step from civilzation to bar- 


barism. It took centuries to reclaim the 
world from barbarism, but civilization is 
secure only as long as organized govern- 
ments are secure and the law of the land is 
based on justice and right and behind the 
law is the power to enforce it. The civil- 
ization it has taken over 2,000 years to de- 
velop will vanish like a bursted bubble the 
moment the authority behind the law is 
removed. If any of my hearers doubt this, 
1 invite them to recall the Boston riots of 
1919. I think it will be readily admitted 
that Boston is not unlike any other large 
American city. 

“The people of Boston are as law-abid- 
ing and orderly as the residents of any 
other city in the United States. But at 
five o’clock one afternoon the policemen of 
Boston left their sts and went out on 
strike. At seven o'clock in the evening of 
the same day, the restraining arm of the 
law having been shorn of its power, the 
city was in a state of complete chaos and 
its citizens terrorized by rioters. 

“The criminal and lowest elements of 
the city, which had been kept in check by 
the enforcement powers of the law, im- 
mediately came into the open and gave 
free rein to their passions. It has been 
demonstrated beyond any question of 
doubt that there is. an organized under- 
world and a criminal element against 
which society must protect itself and 
which is ready to begin its depredations 
en society the moment society is unable to 
protect tself. Men who probably had 
never violated the law nor had ever thought 
of doing so, once free of the restraint of 
law, engaged in these riots. 

The Danger of the Mob. 

“Mob psychology is a curious thing. 

The mob is always a great deal worse than 


its average member and when once started 
it will perpetrate crimes, commit atroci-

ties, and sink to depths of immorality of 
which the individual is almost incapable. 
Within two hours after the police had left 
their posts, Boston was in the hands of 
violent mobs which were seething through 
the city and leaving a path of destruction 
in their wake. Buildings were damaged, 
merchandise stolen; innocent people at- 
tacked, and many fearfully injured. For 
several days it was unsafe for a citizen to 
leave his home after dark, and it is im- 
possible to estimate the probable loss of 
hfe and property if there had not been in 
existence an. organized military force to 
which the city could turn for protection. 
The military force required to restore law 
and order was many times greater than 
the force which had been able to maintain 
law and order in Boston for many years. 

“The civilization of the world rests on 
no surer foundation than did the civiliza- 
tion of Boston, and if it were not for the 
restraining force of the military estab- 
lishments of the nations of the world an 
indescribable state of chaos would result 
and civilization would be rapidly exter- 
minated through self-destruction. I make 
this rather forceful statement because I 
have no patience with the oft-repeated as- 
sertions that the United States does not 
reed an Army. It is just as reasonable to 
say that New York, Boston, Chicago, and 
our other large cities do not need a police 
force. The question of the size of the 
Army needed to meet our requirements, of 
course, will be always a matter of contro- 
versy. There is, however, an alarming 
tendency after a great war for the over- 
burdened taxpayer to forget the lessons of 
the past and cancel his insurance, trusting 
to luck for at least a few years without 
the national protection which those more 
familiar with military matters and require- 
ments deem necessary.” 

The Secretary impressed on the gradu- 
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afes the résponsibilities they assume as offi- 
cers of the Army, and reminded them that 
at the Academy they laid only a founda- 
tion for their future. He poland ot that 
their success would depend on indi- 
vidual application in the future, Fe 
He took occasion to praise the efficiency 
of the Academy as well as that of the Ser- 
vice Schools, to which he predicted 
«f the young officers would be sent in the 
course of time.

LARGE QUANTITY OF WHISKY 
SEIZED ON NAVAL TRANSPORT. 

Eight thousand quarts of whisky were 
seized in a raid on the U.S. Navy trans- 
port Sirius at Norfolk, Va., on June 10, 
according to newspaper dispatches from 
that port. The raid was made by order 
of Rear Admiral Andrews, commanding 
the Norfolk Navy Yard. He ordered the 
officers and crew placed under arrest and 
they are detained under guard aboard the 
Sirius. 

Admiral Andrewa had learned there 
was a large quantity of whisky on the 
Sirius. He placed a marine guard on the 
vessel and refused liberty to all her offi- 
cers and crew. 

It is said the crew of the ship disposed 
of a large quantity of the whisky, and it 
found its way to places on shore, where 
Admiral Andrews got the first tip that 
the Sirius was a whisky-laden ship. 

The crew of the Sirius learned a raid 
was to be made on the ship and they suc- 
eeceded in throwing sixty cases of whisky 
into the Elizabeth river. The marine 
guard discovered the crew putting the 
whisky overboard and promptly put an 
end to the procedure. 

The Sirius arrived at the navy yard 
six days ago from the West Indies. She 
brought back officers and eulisted men 
and an immense quantity of whisky. At 
the prices the liquor was being sold 
around Norfolk the value of the cargo 
seized was placed at $80,000. 

A large quantity of whisky had been 
disposed of before Admiral Andrews 
learned of its presence on the ship. 

It is said the whisky was put on board 
the Sirius in the West Indies as cargo. 
It was not listed on the ship’s manifest 
and Admiral Andrews says he does not 
know at what port the whisky was taken 
on. Following the raid Collector of Cus- 
toms Hamiltn was advised by Admiral 
Andrews that the whisky had been re- 
moved to a warehouse in the navy yard 
and was being held under guard. 

Members of the crew of the U.S. ship 
Redwing, recently tried in Norfolk for 
bringing whisky to America from a for- 
eign port, were sentenced to a year in the 
naval prison at Portsmouth. 

The Sirius is commanded by Comdr. 
William J. Kelton, U.S.N.R. He was or- 
dered detached from the Sirius and taken 
to the Marine Barracks at the navy yard. 


NAVY OFFICERS TO REPLACE 
CIVILIAN TEACHERS AT U.S.N.A. 
Rear Admiral Eenry B. Wilson, Super- 
intendent of the U.S. Naval Academy, 
with the approval of Secretary of the 
Navy Denby, would dispense with the ser- 
vices of almost two-thirds of the civilian 
ivstructors now on duty at the institution, 
replacing them with Regular officers. 


Incidentally, Admiral Wilson says that 
by the adoption of such a policy he can 


save the Governmefit at least a quarter‘ 


of a million dollars a year. 

Here igs the way Admiral Wilson feels 
about the matter, as told to the Senate 
Appropriations Committee: 

“The mission of the Naval Academy is 
not to produce intellectuals or scholars, 
but intelligent naval officers, with healthy 
minds in healthy bodies. Moral, mental 
and physieal training go hand in hand. 
The intellectual side is not neglected, but 
character building is given particular 
stress. Discipline and drill are so inter- 
woven with the academic work as to be 
part and parcel of it. Here again the ex- 
perienced officer has the advantage over 
the civilian instructor. The officer knows 
the Service, realizes that the midshipmen 
of to-day will be his brother officers of to- 
morrow, and, therefore, contributes to 
Naval Academy work an understanding, 
co-operative effort which can be paralleled 
by few civilian instructors.” 

The Senate committee, as a result of the 
Superintendent's recommendation, modi- 
fied the House restriction against the de- 
tail of officers “to perform duties which 
were performed by civilian professors or 
instructors on Jan. 1, 1922,” by adding 
“whenever the number of civilian profess- 
ors or instructors employed in such duties 
shall be less than cighty.”

NAVY LINE OFFICERS. 

Under a plan approved by the Secretary 
of the Navy on June 3, 1922, a distribu- 
tion of the line officers of the Navy is 
based on a total of 4,406. This number 
is fixed temporarily by a computation 
made June 2 based on actual number of 
permanent officers of the line. It will not 
be changed until a new computation is 
made for a subsequent period. 

Under this distribution there will be 44 
admirals, 176 captains, 308 commanders, 
617 lieutenant commanders, 1,432  lien- 
tenants and 1,829 ensigns. No distribu- 
tion is made for lieutenants _(j.g.), as en- 
signs go up under the law. 

The distribution is 1,093 below the au- 
thorized strength under existing law. The 
authorized strength in the various grades 
is as follows: Fifty-five admirals, 220 
captains, 385 commanders, 770 lieutenant 
commanders, 1,787 lieutenants and 2,282 
ensigns. 


TRANSPORTATION REGUULATIONS 
WILL BE STRICTLY ENFORCED. 


The Navy Department recently has 
been asked to call attention to those in 
the Services to Article C-115, relative to 
the cancellation of requests for transpor- 
tation. This article reads: “Whenever 
any person who has applied for or received 
authorization for transportation finds it 
no longer required he should immediately 
notify the Bureau of Navigation by dis- 
patch in order that the other equally de- 
serving passengers may be accommo- 
dated.” 

The failure to comply with this regula- 
tion is proving embarrassing to those who 
have charge of transportation. In these 
days of economy, with the general short- 
age of transportation, it is stated that 
transports frequently sail with ‘vacant 
space. Under ordinary circumstances, 
the authorities would not be so deeply 
concerned, but under the present condi- 
tions this article in the Bureau of Navi- 
gation’s Manual is something that will in 
the future be strictly enforced. 


SLUR ON ENSIGN KAPLAN, U.S.N., 
ORDERED TO BE INVESTIGATED. 


At the instance of Senator Howard 
Sutherland of West Virginia there was a 
discussion in the Senate on June 15 of 
the circumstances connected with the al- 
leged indignity offered Ensign Leonard 
Kaplan, a native of West Viriginia of 
Jewish origin. and a member of the class 
of 1922, U.S.N.A. The charge was made 
in the Senate that Ensign Kaplan was 
the victim of the indignity hecavse he was 
a Jew. 

The indignity was said to have consist- 
ed in printing Kaplan’s picture and a 
short sketch of him on the last page of 
The Lucky Bag, the annual book of the 
1922 class at the Naval Academy, with 
this page perforated along the inner mar- 
gin so as to suggest that it might be re- 
moved without defacing the volume. His 
name was also omitted from the index of 
the biographies of midshipmen in the book. 

Senator Sutherland in the Senate con- 
demned the Naval Academy authorities 
for permitting the publication of the book 
easting a slur on Ensign Kaplan, as did 
Senator Pomerene of Ohio, Senator King 
of Utah and Senator McCumber of North 
Dakota. 

Senator Sutherland also sent a letter 
to President Harding on June 14 suggest- 
ing that proper and immediate steps be 
taken to punish those guilty at the Naval 
Academy for the offense and to prevent 
its occurrence at any time hereafter in 
any school controlled by the Government. 

Assistant Secretary of the Navy Roose- 
velt, on June 14, directed that Rear Ad- 
miral Henry B. Wilson, U.S.N., Superin- 
tendent of the Naval Academy, make an 
official investigation and report the cir- 
cumstances of the case. 

The Admiral went to Washington June 
15 and called upon Mr. Roosevelt. He 
was very indignant at the slur cast upon 
Ensign Kaplan in The Lucky Bag, and 
so expressed himself. He withdrew a let- 
ter of commendation he had written to 
Ensign J. L. Olmsted on his high stand- 
ing in his studies. The ensign was the 
editor of The Lucky Bag. This letter 
was withdrawn by Admiral Wilson before 
the affair was taken up in the Senate. 
The Admiral was not aware of the ac- 
tions of the editor until the book came off 


the press. 2 
Academy officials deny that there is 
any prejudice against Jewish youths, 


pointing out that there were several Jews 
besides Kaplan in the graduating class, 
and many in different classes, some of 
them officers of high rank in the Navy. 
Midshipmen claim that Kaplan’s unpopu- 
larity was due to personal qualities and 
not his race.

LIEUT. COL. JOHN A. BROCKMAN, INF., 
TRANSFERRED TO THE TANKS. 


Lieut. Col. John A. Brockman, Inf., 
who has been acting executive officer of 
the Militia Bureau since the relief of Col. 
John W. Heavy, Inf., whose tour of duty 
in Washington expired a few werks ago, 
has been transferred to the Tank Corps, 
Camp Meade, Md., effective July 15. The 
temporary successor of Colonel Brock- 
man has not yet been named, and it is not 
known whether any one will be designated 
for the place, as Col. BE. J. Williams, Inf., 
who is now on a leave of absence in Eu- 
rope, has been named as executive officer 
of the bureau on his return from Europe. 
which will be about Aug. 1. 


CONSTRUCTION OF PERMANENT 
QUARTERS AT FORT BENNING. 
With the allotment of $118,000 by the 
Quartermaster General for the construc- 
tion of the first permanent officers’ quar- 
ters at Fort Benning it is hoped that 
with the ultimate passage of the Army 
Appropriation bill, which contains $400,- 
000 for similar construction, within a few 
years housing conditions at the Infantry 
School will be greatly improved. Before 
many years the Tank School at Camp 
Meade will be removed to Fort Benning, 
which will necessitate additional building. 
Exclusive of student officers at Ben- 


ning, there are at present 400 officers, 6 
warrant officers, 8 Army field clerks, 24 
women nurses and 5,400 enlisted men. 
This is the normal regular personnel at 
the post. The approximate student offi- 
cer strength ranges around 400 to 425 
Regular officers, SO National Guard offi- 
cers and 30 officers of the Reserve Corps. 
The single men are quartered in barracks, 
while the married men either live in tents 
on the reservation or are quartered in 
Columbus, which is only a few miles 
from the post. 

The 29th Infantry, about 2,700 men, is 
in tents. as is also the Tank battalion of 
about 450 men and a battalion of Field 
Artillery of 400 men. The rest of the en- 
listed personne! is housed in temporary 
buildings. 

How many men the proposed building 
will take care of is not definitely known. 
Plans have been prepared and a number 
of suggestions have been made since they 
were drawn up, but so far nothing definite 
as to the structural design or their ca- 
pacity is known. Building will begin, 
however, in the very near future. Prior 
to all of this, funds were authorized to 
build two large warehouses and one am- 
munition magazine. Although it will be 
a number of years before Fort Benning 
will possess adequate and permanent quar- 
ters to take care of the great number of 
officers and enlisted men on duty there, 
much pioneer work has been done. The 
splendid instruction work now going on 
at the Infantry School warrants adequate 
housing facilities such as obtain at other 
military reservations. 








COLONEL MUNSON, U.S.A., 
ORDERED TO PHILIPPINES. 


Having completed his work in connec- 
tion with the pay legislation, Col. Ed- 
ward I.° Munson, Med. Corps. U-.S.A., 
will be relieved on July 1 from the Gen- 
eral Staff Corps. His new assignment is 
as medical adviser of the Insular Govern- 
ment of the Philippines. 


Colonel Munson goes to the Philippines 
at the urgent request of Governor General 
Wood, who cabled to Secretary Weeks 
asking for his detail. Colonel Munson 
has before him a great task in the recon- 
struction plans of General Wood for the 
Philippines.

Fighting Going On 
Symptoms of the revival of military ac. 
tivity in the Near East are seen in the 
bombardment on June 7 of the port of 
Samsoun on the Black Sea by Greek war 
vessels. The Turkish Nationalist repre. 
sentative in Constantinople has presented 
to the Allied High Commissioners a pro- 
test against the bombardment, charging 
that the Greeks had taken this action ip 
order to provoke an uprising among the 
Greek population of the city. The Turks 
called upon the Allies to prevent further 
bloodshed in the Near East by the evacu- 
ation of Anatolia. It will be recalled that 
on March 27 last a tripartite conference 
in Paris (Great Britain, France, Italy) 
reached an agreement as to the terms to 
be proposed to Greece and Turkey as the 
basis for peace negotiations. Pending 
the conclusion of these negotiations it was 
proposed that an armistice be established, 
The Greeks accepted the proposal, but 
the Turks assented only on condition that 
the Greeks commence the evacuation of 
Anatolia immediately upon conclusion of 
the armistice. This qualification was re- 
jected and an impasse has since existed in 
the negotiations. 

The bombarded city, Samsoun, lies in 
the area (Samsoun-‘Trebizond) from 
which, according to recent British charges, 
the deportation of the Greek population 
to labor battalions in the interior of Ana- 
tolia is taking place. As a result of these 
charges the United States, Great Britain, 
France and Italy have agreed to send 
joint commissions to Anatolia and like- 
wise to Smyrna, where the Turks charge 
the Greeks with impressment of Moslems 
into the Greek forces. In continental Eu- 
rope it appears generally to be believed 
that the British objective in launching 
this moral offensive against the Turk is 
to cheek any possible offensive action on 
the part of the latter and force him to ac- 
cept the terms of the proposed armistice. 
It does not seem probable that the Turks 
alone have sufficient available forces for 
the launching of a successful offensive. 
The case would, however, be altered if the 
Russians, who have more than 80,000 
troops in the Caucasus, were to join 
forces with the Turks. In this connec- 
tion it will be recalled that the Russians 
refused to accept at Genoa British pro- 
posals requiring them to refrain from in- 
tervention in Asia Minor. Since Genoa 
there has been a marked effort on the part 
of the Bolshevists to enter into a rap- 
prochement with the Angora government. 

Press dispatches of June 8 reported 
that Chang-Tso-lin had made overtures 
to Wu Pei Fu for an armistice for the 
purpose of carrying on negotiations for 
the conclusion of peace. Apparently these 
overtures were not favorably considered, 
for on June 12 it was reported that after 
heavy fighting all day June 11 between 
Chinwangtao and Shanhaikuan the forces 
of Chang-Tso-lin retired on Shanhaikuan 
closely pursued by Wu Pei Fu. Chang- 
Tso-lin himself was reported to be in 
Mukden endeavoring to check the disaf- 
fection which had set in among the Man- 
churian troops. Apparently, with a view 
to bringing about foreign intervention, he 
is accusing the British of supporting Wu 
Pei Fu and has stated that on account of 
the anti-British feeling among his troops, 
due to the British attitude, he may be un- 
able to protect British interests in Man- 
churia. 

Li Yuan Hung, who was deposed from 
office by the monarchist coup d’état in 
1917 and who has been invited by Wu 
Pei Fu to resume his office, has issued & 
manifesto outlining the conditions under 
which he will consent to assume the presi 
dency. In brief, he demands the aboli- 
tion of the system of government by the 
provincial tuckuns, or military governors, 
to whom he attributes the present chaotic 
conditions in China. These conditions 
are accepted by Wu Pei Fu, and Li Yuan 
Hung arrived in Peking on June 11, pre 
sumably with a view to assuming the 
office of president. 

The attitude of the South China gov- 
ernment toward the régime headed by Li 
Yuan Hung is not as yet clearly defined. 
In a speech to the Canton government, 
Sun Yat Sen charged that the dissolution 
of Parliaament by Li Yuan Hung in 1917 
was due to its refusal to sanction Chinas 
entry into the World War, and he men- 
tioned that South China could not now 
recognize Li’s return to the presidency 
‘because of the possibility that he might 
again dissolve the Parliament. The 
strength of the South China governments 
position lies chiefly in the fact that the 
majority of the Parliament which Wu Pei 
Fu is now attempting to restore to its 
functions is now located in Canton, where 
it is functioning as the legislative body 0 
South China.

Various Army Schools 
to Be Consolidated 


Continuing his policy of economy and 
reduction in the cost of the maintenance 
of the Army, the Secretary of War has 
approved a plan for the consolidation of 
the Officers School for Field Artillery and 
Air Service. The board, it is stated, has 
made other recommendations, but the 
Secretary announces his intention of giv- 
ing them further consideration before tak- 
ing any action. 

The basie schools for officers at Camp 
Knox, Ky., and the Field Officers School 
at Camp Bragg, N.C., are to be moved to 
Fort Sill, Okla., where the schools for 
battery officers and enlisted specialists 
are already located. Thus all Field Ar- 
tillery schools will be located at one sta- 
tion. 

In the Air Service the primary flying 
school at Carlstrom Field, Fla., is to be 
moved to Brooks Field, near San Antonio, 
Texas. The Observation School is to be 
moved from Fort Sill, Okla., to Kelly 
Field, near San Antonio, where all ad- 
vanced instruction will be given in obser- 
vation, pursuit, attack and bombardment. 
It will thereby be practical to assign grad- 
uates of the primary flying schools to the 
advanced school at the adjacent field. All 
heavier-than-air instruction will thus be 
accomplished in one locality. 

The lighter-than-air schools will be lo- 
cated at Scott Field, near Belleville, IIL, 
by moving the Balloon School from Ross 
Field, near Los Angeles, Calif., and the 
Airship School from Langley Field, Va. 

The technical schools will be located at 
Chanute Field, Rantoul, Ill., where there 
is now located the Mechanic School. This 
will be accomplished by moving the Pho- 
tographie School from Langley Field and 
the Communication School from Fort Sill 
to Chanute Field. 

The Field Officers’ School will be con- 
tinued at Langley Field. 

These changes, with’ others in contem- 
plation, not only will prevent duplication 
and provide economy of administration, 
but will eliminate overhead expenses. A 
further consideration in arranging the 
changes will be the existing permanent 
quarters owned by the Government. This 
is part of the plan of abandoning tem- 
porary quarters for which Congress has 
refused to appropriate money. 

It is stated that the board which has 
been making a study of Army schools has 
recommended the abolishment of the basic 
course for Infantry at Fort Benning, the 
Cavalry School at Fort Riley and the 
Field Artillery School at Fort Sill. Un- 
der this plan only the field officers and 
company officers’ classes would be con- 
ducted at these Service schools. It is 
planned to conduct basic classes at the 
corps area headquarters or with the larger 
tactical units. 

Two reasons are given for the change. 
The first is that first and second lieuten- 
ants would receive better and more prac- 
tical training in serving with troops, and 
the second that there is a shortage of lieu- 
tenaxts in the Army. The War Depart- 
ment is not all agreed in this matter, and 
the orders for lieutenants who are to take 
the course are being held up until a de 
cision is reached. This also applies to 
those officers who passed the recent ex- 
amination and the graduates from West 
Point this year.

Establishment of two more scholarships 
at the College of William and Mary, in 
honor of great Virginians who have been 
connected with the institution, has been 
announced by President J. A. C. Chand- 
ler. 

The Society of Daughters of the Cin- 
ciunati are the donors of the scholar- 
ships, one of which will be known as. the 
Thomas Jefferson Scholarship, and the 
other as the George Washington Scholar- 
ship. A check for $4,000 for the endow- 
ment of the two scholarships was received 
by Dr. Chandler from Miss Ruth Law- 
rence, of New York city, president of the 
Daughters of the Cincinnati. 

Both the Thomas Jefferson and the 
George Washington scholarships will be 
open to daughters of officers of the U.S. 
Army and Navy. The Daughters of the 
Cincinnati will nominate candidates for 
the scholarships. Should they fail to do 
so the faculty of the college is empowered 
to assign the scholarship in either case to 
any properly qualified daughter of a regu- 
lar officer of the Army or Navy. Each 
scholarship will exempt the holder from 
the payment of tuition and college fees.

During the World War, Colonel Alvord 
held the grade of brigadier general and 
served as the first Adjutant General of 
the A.E.F. He was awarded the D.S.M. 
for exceptionally meritorious and distin- 
snipet services, the citation for which 
said: 

“‘Adjutant General of the American 
Expeditionary Forces during the begin- 
ning of its organization, his long experi- 
ence, good judgment and breadth of vision 
were of great value in the establishment 
of the innumerable activities of The Ad- 
jutant General’s Department of the Amer- 
ican Expeditionary Forces.” 

During the Philippine Insurrection, Col- 
onel Alvord served as a regimental adju- 
tant and adjutant general of a division in 
the field, being nominated for major by 
brevet for conspicuous gallantry in action. 

Among other important assignments, 
Colonel Alvord was instructor at the In- 
fantry and Cavalry School in 1894, in- 
structor at the U.S. Military Academy in 
1887-92, adjutant general of the Depart- 
ment of Northern Luzon in 1901, on the 
General Staff in 1903-5, chief of staff 
Vera Cruz Expedition in 1914, and adju- 
tant general of the Western Department 
in 1917. 

Colonel Alvord was born in Washing- 
ton, D.C., May 15, 1860, and was gradu- 
ated from the U.S.M.A. in 1882 and was 
assigned to the Infantry.

Civilian Clothing for 
Army Officers on Duty 


The long expected and much discussed 
order from the Secretary of War extend- 
ing the authority for wearing ‘civilian 
clothes, has been issued, effective June 15, 
1922. It will apply principally to officers 
on duty in Washington, where during the 
summer, the field uniform with puttees 
has become a burden. 

For months the change has been the 
subject of conversation both in Army and 
Navy circles at Washington. There has 
also been a great deal of interest in the 
matter at Corps area headquarters and 


ai the headquarters of naval distrcts, 

Now that the Secretary of War has 
taken acton, there is a great deal of s - 
lation as to whether the Secretary of the 
Navy will adopt the same policy. ere is 
not such a demand in the Navy as there 
was in the Army, as naval officers can 
wear the tropical uniform at Washington 
and at other southern stations. 

As will be noted in the sub-joined mem- 
orandum issued by the Deportment, the 
wearing of the civilian uniform is op- 
tional in some cases. Incidentally, the 
regulations for wearing the uniform on 
ceremonial occasions are now the same for 
Regular Army officers and Reserve. 

The following are the new regulations: 
. (a) The prescribed uniform will be worn 
7— 

(1) All members of the Army on duty with 
troops during duty hours. 

(2) All members of the Army at all times 
when on a military post or reservation while 
stationed thereat, except 

(a) While going therefrom or returning 
thereto. e 

(b) When engaged in athletic games or 
sperts, for which clothing appropriate to the 
game or sport may be worn. 

(c) As authorized in b beiow. 

(b) The wearine of the uniform by mem- 
bers of the Army not on duty with troops or 
cnly technically on duty with troops who are 
under the command of a corps area command- 
er or the commander of the District of Wash- 
ington will be as directed by such commanders. 

(ec) The wearing of the uniform by other 
members of the Army not on duty with troops 
will be optional, except that the uniform will 
be worn when attending ceremonies and social 
functions of an official character, when calling 
at or visiting the White House, when visiting 
the Capitol officially, and except ,laso, as else- 
where provided for aids to the President, for 
junior aids at the White House and for offi- 
cers attending ceremonies and functions in 
foreign countries. 

(d) Civilian dress is authorized for wear 
on occasions and at places other than those 
for which the uniform is prescribed above, 
but, this authority te wear civilian dress does 
not extend to members of the Army serving 
on foreign stations, who are not authorized to 
wear civilian dress within the territorial limits 
of the occupied zone of the American Forces 
in rmany, the Philippines, Hawaiian and 
Pazama Canal Departments, and Porto Rico, 
but who may wear civilian dress when on 
leave from and without such territorial limits, 
or when leaving or returning to such stations. 


PAY INSTRUCTIONS, 
UNITED STATES NAVY. 


Instructions for carrying into effect the 
Joint Service Pay law of June 10 in its 
relation’ to the Navy are prepared, Sec- 
tions A and B thereof having been com- 
pleted by Capt. David Potter, Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts. 

These instructions have been submitted 
to the Comptroller General of the United 
States for approval, disapproval or modi- 
fication. In the event that any modifica- 
tions are recommended circulars will be 
issued by the Navy Department. 

A few extracts are here printed as of 
interest to officers of the Navy: 


Sec. 1. Pay periods.—In the case of captains 
and commanders of the Staff Corps who were 
selected to these grades certificate shall be ob- 
tained from the officer concerned that he was 
selected, if he claims this, and this certificate 
shall be filed as a pay-roli voucher. A similar 
certificate shall be filed by those officers who 
are credi with constructive service. 

Note that under lieutenant commanders, lieu- 

the 


tenants, and lieutenants (junior grade) 
wording “First appointed above ensign” ap- 
pears. This provision applies to line as well 


as staff, and officers c'aiming a higher rate of 
pay because of this factor will be required to 
make certificate to this effect in the manner pre- 
scribed in the preceding paragraph.

Through military channels, the corps 
area commanders have been informed that 
the War Department approves the organi- 
zation of the Association of the Army of 
the United States. In this connection, the 
corps area commanders ate informed that 
it is highly important to develop a “one- 
Army spirit.” The department approves 
not only this association, but other or- 
ganizations of the same character. It 
recognizes in them a means through which 
the spirit of the act of June, 1920, can be 
injected into the component parts of the 
Army of the United States. The commu- 
nication sent out by The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army says in part: 

“. . . The founders of the Associa- 
tion of the Army of the United have for- 
mulated plans for its extension as a na- 
tional body and have provided the ma- 
chinery for the building up of organiza- 
tions along similar lines in the corps 
areas and departments and the ultimate 
establishment of a representative national 
headquarters. An acting headquarters 
has been organized under the presidency 
of Gen. Thornwell Mullally, with a tenta- 
tive national constitution, subject to 
amendment and ratification upon the or- 
ganization of additional associations. 

“It is the opinion of the War Depart- 
ment that an association of this charac- 
ter, whose objects are in complete accord 
with existing announced policies, will as- 
sist materially in bringing together the 
officers of the three components of the 
Army and will afford opportunities for 
the informal discussion of military mat- 
ters and the friendly exchange of views, 
resulting, it is believed, in the ultimate 
disappearance of such undesirable parti- 
sanship and petty jealousies as may still 
exist by reason of lack of comprehension 
of the present plans of the War Depart- 
ment. 

“In order that you may obtain such in- 
formation and literature with respect to 
this association as will enable you to co- 
ordinate and assist the efforts of local 
groups of citizens in your corps area, who 
may desire to organize along similar lines 
in furtherance of the development of one 
harmonious and efficient force, it is sug- 
gested that you communicate directly with 
General Mullally, in care of the National 
Headquarters of the Association of the 
Army of the United States. 862 Mills 
Building, San Francisco, Calif. 

“With reference to associations and 
elubs of Reserve officers and of Organ- 
ized Reserve units in your corps area sim- 
liar to those now existing in the National 
Guard, you are advised that it is the de- 
sire of the War Departmerit that no ob- 
stacles be placed in the way of their or- 
ganization and development, and that 
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their normal growth should be encouraged 
by every appropriate means. 

“It is the desire of the War Depart- 
ment that during the next training sea- 
son at all camps of instruction in your 
corps area ample time be granted for the 
organization of such associations, if de- 
sired by the attending personnel, and for 
the meetings and conventions of those al- 
ready in existence.” 


SERIOUS SITUATION IN U.S. NAVY 
AS TO CHIEF PETTY OFFICERS. 


The Bureau of Navigation in a circular 
letter dated May 25, calls particular at- 
tention of commandings officers of all ships 
and stations to the present situation in re- 
gard to chief petty officers, which affects 
the Navy radically in several ways. The 
circular says: 

Under date of April 30, 1922, the records 
of the Bureau gave an excess of 2,959 chief 
petty officers above requirements of a Navy 
of 86,000 men. This was the result of the 
very great expansion of the Navy during the 
war when it was called upon to man the 
transports, auxiliaries, the N.O.T.S. and to 
furnish armed guards to all merchant ships 
in the Atlantic trade. 

At the time of demobilization these men 
were turned back to the Regular Service in 
the rating which they held and as a much 
smaller proportion of chief petty officers de- 
sired their discharge than men of any other 
rating, an excess of chief petty officers came 
into Leing. 

This fact is of grave importance. The pay 
of enlisted personnel is figured in the appro- 
priation bill for a ‘‘balanced’’ Navy of 86,000 
men. This means that an excess of chief petty 
officers must result in a still greater reduction 
in some other ratings. As an example, the 
pay of a seaman second class is roughly one- 
third the pay of a chief petty officer at the 
present time. Therefore, the retention of a 
chief petty officer in excess might necessitate 
a shortage of three seamen second class in 
order to keep within the appropriation. 

Another great disadvantage of the conges- 
tion in chief petty officer ratings is the loss of 
morale among the other petty officers to whom 
no opportunity of advancement to chief can be 
offered for years to come. 

In order to avoid these difficulties, the ap- 
propriation bill provides for the transfer of 
enlisted men to the Fleet Naval Reserve in 
advance of the usual time. This is explained 
in reference (f). The unsatisfactory condi- 
tions described above are practically elimi- 
nated by these provisions of the appropriation 
bill; but attention of the Service must be in- 
vited to the fact that temporary difficulties 
are bound to result when nearly 3,000 of the 
most thoroughly trained petty officers of the 
fleet are lost to the Service. Furthermore, 
owing to the impossibility of immediate re- 
distribution of personnel to fill all vacancies 
certain vessels and stations may have a large 
number of vacancies in chief petty officer 
ratings for a while. 

In case the appropriation bill passed by the 
house of Representatives becomes a law, all 
transfers to the Fleet Naval Reserve requested 
under the provisions of reference (f) will not 
be approved, as many are in ratings which are 
not in excess. Requests will be approved or 
disapproved solely according to the excess in 
specific ratings and the amount of time served 
in the Navy of individual men. For, example, 
in case a rating is n excess but m@re appli- 
eations are submitted for transfer than are 
necessary to reduce to the required number, 
the men who have over 16 years and less than 
18 years’ service will be transferred to Class 
1-C first; afterwards, men of 19 and 15 years’ 
service will be transferred respectively to 
Classes 1-D and 1-0. It is considered that 
this method is absolutely fair to the men con- 
cerned, and is the only practicable solution 
in the short time which will be allowed to 
act. No attempt will be made to distribute 
the losses among different fleets and stations 
or to retain specific men on account of their 
usefulness, but every effort will be made to 
fill vacancies created at the earliest possible 
time. 

Tt is requested that commanding officers 
and ‘other officers co-operate in effecting this 
radical reduction of trained personnel of the 
Navy and in re-establishing a normal condi- 
tion wherein the flow of promotion will be 
resumed. maintaining the efficiency of the ships 
to the highest possible level during the re 
duction,

EXAMINATION FOR PROMOTION, 
LINE OFFICERS OF U.S. NAVY. 


The following plans for the examina- 
tion of line officers of the Navy for pro- 
motion were announced by Rear Admiral 
Thomas Washington, commanding the Bu- 
1reau of Navigation: 


Ensigns, U.S. Naval Academy. 


All ensigns who graduated from the Naval 
Academy on June 6, 1919, will be commis. 
sioned lieutenants (j.g.) as of June 7, 1922, 
on the expiration of their three years’ service, 
as provided by law. Supervisory examinations 
will be held on their stations June 12, except 
that those on duty on the Asiatic stations will 
be examined July 10, 1922, or as soon there- 
after as practicable. Officers charged with 
the convening of the supervisory boards will 
endeavor to start the examinations of all can- 
didates at the same time. 


Line Officers Recently Commissioned in 
Regular Navy. 


A number of these officers have been due 
for promotion for some time, but in accord- 
ance with the Bureau’s previously announced 
policy, their examinations have been delayed 
in order that they may have sufficient time 
for preparation. Orders are now being issued 
to these officers to take supervisory examina- 
tions on or after Aug. 1, 1922. Officers charged 
with the convening of the supervisory boards 
will endeavor to start the examinations of all 
candidates at the same time but not prior to 
Aug. 1, 1922. 


Line Officers Due for Promotion Upon 
Redistribution. 


As soon as it becomes practicable to make 
a@ redistribution based on the increase due to 
the graduating class at the Naval Academy, 
a Selection Board will be convened. The names 
of all officers in the grades of captain, com- 
mander, and lieutenant commander who, on 
Nov. 30, 1922, will have completed four years’ 
service in these ranks (including service un- 
der temporary appointment), will be submitted 
for consideration of the Selection Board. 

The attention of eligible officers is called to 
pars. 4 and 5 of Article 1655, Navy Regula 
tions, with the suggestion that all statements 
for the consideration of the board be _for- 
warded to the Bureau at an early date. Med- 
ical officers will on or about June 20, 1922, 
forward the data required by G.O. 385 with 
reference to the eligible officers. Officers se 
lected will be examined whenever their ser 
vices can be spared. Officers due for promo- 
tion to the grades of lieutenant and lieutenant 
commander will be ordered to appear before 
supervisory boards as soon as the redistribu 
tion is made. It is expected that all these 
examinations will be completed during the 
months of July and August. 


NAVY HAS NO DEFICIT 
IN MILEAGE ALLOWANCE. 


For the first time in the knowledge of 
the oldest officer in the Service, there 


will be no deficit in mileage or transpor- 
tation for Navy officers or their depet- 
dents. By swinging the “big stick” and 
by the use of transports under unprece 
dented conditions, Rear Admiral Wasl- 
ington, Chief of the Bureau of Navigt 
tion, has kept within the appropriations 
for this year. . 

The remarkable feature of this policy 
is that on Jan. 1 there was, according 0 
the estimates, a deficit of about $150, 
in these accounts. Then the pressure was 
put on and when the fiscal year ends 
there will probably be in the Treasury 4 
small balance in the funds appropriat 
for these purposes.

GENERAL MOSELEY ADDRESSES CLUB.

VISIT TO RARITAN ARSENAL. 


The New York Post, Army Ordnance 
Association, together with several mem- 
bers of the American Society of Mechan- 
ical Engineers and the American Society 
of Military Engineers, made a trip of in- 
spection and observation to Raritan Arse- 
nal on June 9. Included in the personnel 
of the party were many distinguished per- 
sonages, both in civilian and military life. 
They were cordially received and warmly 
welcomed by the Arsenal. 

The majority of the party went to the 
arsenal on the steamer “Ordnance from 
New York. Others arrived by automo- 
biles and rail. 

The party was greeted by the command- 
ing officer of the arsenal, Major John Q. 
MacDonald, and his staff, together with 
Col Samuel Smiley, U.S.A., of Rutgers 
College ; Mayor John J. Morrison, of New 
Brunswick, and others. 

A special train of three steel coaches, 
which was furnished by the Lehigh Val- 
ley Railroad, was waiting on the docks 
and the day’s program was ushered in by 
the entire party’s being taken on a trip 
of inspection over the ammunition area, 
stops being made at various points to in- 
spect the different types of ammunition 
storage magazines. 

Probably the most pleasing feature of 
this part of the inspection, from an arse- 
nal standpoint, was the numerous expres- 
sions from the engineers in the party com- 
mending the manner in which the ammu- 
nition was stored and the various safe- 
guards used by the arsenal to render the 
explosives immune from premature de- 
tonation. It was agreed that these safe- 
guards make it practically impossible for 
an explosion of any kind to occur. Mayor 
Morrison, of New Brunswick, was particu- 
larly impressed by these expressions of 
approval from so many of the country’s 
leading engineers and stated that he 
wished every person in the community 
could have heard the unanimous approval 
voiced by these experts, as such would 
certainly have absolutely and forever re- 
moved the last vestige of fear or uneasi- 
ness which might still exist in the minds 
of a few from their proximity to these 
high explosives. 

At the conclusion of the inspection the 
party was taken to the Officers’ Club for 
luncheon. 

At luncheon Major MacDonald ex- 
pressed regret that General Williams, 
Chief of Ordnance, who had expected to 
be present, was prevented from attending. 
However, he stated that General Wil- 
liams had sent as his representative Major 
H. R. Kutz. Major Kutz extended the 
personal greetings and welcome of the 
Chief of Ordnance to those present. 

As personally representing Brigadier 
General Tripp, president of the New York 
Post, Major H. B. Machem, of New York, 
responded in behalf of the association. 
He thanked Major Frank, the Ordnance 
officer of the 2d Corps Area, for initiat- 
ing and arranging the visit. 

A rising vote of thanks was given by 
the association to the commanding officer, 
who in turn extended these thanks to the 
entire personnel of Raritan for their as- 
sistance in making the day a success. 

After luncheon the party was taken to 
the Ordnance Specialists’ School, where 
inspection of the activities of the arsenal 
was resumed. This was an especially in- 
teresting feature of the day, as this school, 
under the supervision of Captain Kimble, 
is now recognized as the leading Army 
trades school in the United States. 

The party was then conducted through 
the extensive warehouses of the arsenal, 
where over $500,000,000 of Army sup- 
plies are stored in methodical and orderly 
arrangement. 

The inspection was ended by a trip 
through the large shops which are main- 
tained at Raritan for the repair of sup- 
plies of all kinds. 

Before leaving the arsenal the individ- 
ual members of the party, most of whom 
were former officers in the Ordnance De- 
partment or members of the Ordnance 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, expressed their 
personal satisfaction with the trip and 
their desire to form closer associations 
with Raritan in the future.

APPOINTMENT OF NEW QUARTERMASTER 
GENERAL. 


To THE Epiror: 

The recent publication in the ARMY AND 
Navy JouRNAL of a discussion relating to 
the appointment of a new Quartermaster 
General to succeed Major Gen. H. L. 
Regers, whose present term expires July 
22, has excited wide comment in Army 
circles in Washington. Thoughtful offi- 
curs of all branches of the Service are of 
the opinion that the appointment of either 
of the candidates mentioned as under con- 
sideration would not only destroy the 
morale of the Quartermaster Corps, but 
would have disastrous effect upon tie 
esprit of other branches of the Service. 

Officers look askance upon the es- 
tablishment of a precedent which will per- 
mit selecting the chiefs of arms and Ser- 
vices from officers not in the branch con- 
cerned. 

The question is naturally asked: “What 
would be the effect on the morale of the 
Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery, or any 
other of the older branches, should the 
cuit of the hepaee “| eet sate coins 
other service?” nd particularly should 
the chief so selected be an officer who had 
never been identified with or had service 
in the branch of which he was appointed 


chief?” Such a condition would be 
aggravated where the officer was 
many years junior in service and practical 
experience to the majority of the senior 
officers of the army or service concerned. 
The officers of the Corps, 


Quartermaster 
as well as officers in other services, natu- 
rally ask why the stamp of lack of ability 
and efficiency is to be placed upon all 
senior officers of the corps, by even 
suggestion that no officer of the 
other than General Rogers apparen 
being considered for the appointment, and 
that in event he is not appointed that the 
place must be given to some one never 
identified with the corps. The question is 
asked why all other officers of the corps 
arc to be condemned because there may 
be some objection to the reappointment of 
General Rogers. 

A number of the senior officers of the 
corps served _— erage ten rey 
in positions of major i 
ing the late war. At least three them 
were promoted to the grade of brigadier 
gcneral because of their service perth, one 
masters, and have also been a the 
I).S.M. for that service. More than’‘one- 
half of the senior officers of the corps have 
longer service in the Army than either 
of the two candidates mentioned, and many 
of them have also long service in combat- 
ant branches in addition to their service 
and experience in the corps. 

One of the reasons advanced by those 
opposed to the reappontment of General 
Rogers is his alleged opposition to the 
policies of the General Staff in its control 
and direction of the supply system of the 
Army. General Rogers been entirely 
misrepresented in this matter. 
kas always been to sooogne the full au- 
thority of the General Staff as to “What 
is to be done,” but he has insisted upon 
exercising his rightful prerogative as to 
“How it is to be done,” and has consist- 
ently opposed any attempt to direct 
details of operation of activities whch are 
properly a function of the Quartermaster 
General, and with which he is specifi- 
cally charged by law and regulation. 

General Rogers created the slogan of the 
Quartermaster Corps—‘“Service for the 
line,” and by his persistent efforts has 
created a real esprit in the as well 
as a fine spirit of service and helpfulness 
toward all the other branches of the Ser- 
vice. This has won for him the 
confidence, and loyalty of the members 
his own corps as well as the good will of 
ali the other branches of the Service. The 
ablest and. best officers of the corps. are 
faithfully supporting him for reappoint- 
ment. 

The statement made in the article re- 
ferred to that there was pressure being 
brought on the War Department “to make 
a change in the heads of all bureaus,” and 
indicating that the Secretary of War might 
possibly yield to this influence, would ap- 
pear to be an illogical argument in so far 
as the reappointment of the present r 
termaster General is concerned. 
former bureau chiefs, all original ap- 
pointees of the previous political admin- 
istration, have been recently reappointed 
by the War Department. 

The officers, enlisted men, and civilian 
personnel of the Quar are 
practically a unit in their support of the 
reappointment of General as Quar- 
termaster General. They are also united 
in their strong opposition to the selection 
of any officer as rtermaster General 
who is not a member of the 
Corps. They cannot conceive that the 
present administration would seriously 
consider an action that would nullify the 
record of loyal and able service, and 
discredit all the senior officers of the 
termaster Corps.

Facing Life’s Troubles vs. 
Trying to Dodge Them 


WO news items the same day the 

past week in the same morning pa- 

per are so much in contrast that 
it is to be doubted if even the most casual 
reader was not struck by the fundamental 
difference. 

The first is the outspoken address of 
the Secretary of War, Mr. Weeks, to the 
graduating class at the Military Academy, 
in which he plainly states the hard facts 
of life as they are and as a man address- 
ing men recognizes disagreeable truths 
and the necessity to frankly face and 
overcome them. 

The second is a dispatch from Wash- 
ington telling of a two days’ campaign by 
the National Council for the Reduction 
of Armaments in which one of the main 
features is to be the placarding of the 
country with the legend “No More War.” 

Anyone with any experience in life 
knows that most evil is caused, not 
through the deliberate actions of the really 
wicked, but through the failure of the 
morally weak or the impracticable senti- 
mentalist to face facts as they are. 

As a rule, such people do not commit 
the evil themselves, but they, by their ac- 
tions, open the way to the doing of evil 
by others. 

Give the National Council for the Re- 
duction of Armaments the benefit of every 
doubt. Ask in what direction their work 
has tended and what will be the logical 
result if they succeed. The careful reader 
of their propaganda sees their operations 
tending more and more to the day when 
the United States will be left unprotected 
in the face of an armed and bitter world 
envious of our wealth, of our relative pros- 
perity and our excellent future, and in 
wany cases necessarily and fundamentally 
hostile to the principles upon which this 
country is founded. 

The proposed action of the National 
Council for the Reduction of Armaments 
in placarding the country with signs bear- 
ing the legend “No More War” would be 
merely comic if it were not for the fact 
that it will encourage many moral weak- 
lings, male and female, throughout the 
country in their indifference to and readi- 
ness to dodge the responsibility which cit- 
izenship clearly imposes of defending this 
country. 

At the same time it will confirm the 
ideas of those foreigners who believe that 
the United States can be successfully at- 
tacked because never ready. 

The recent World War in every way 
proves to the hilt the tremendous advan- 
tage readiness brings. Great _Britain’s 
readiness at sea was never overcome and 
was the means of concentrating the ma- 
terial resources of the world and the man 
power of the white world against Ger- 
many. 

It took the material resources of the 
world and the man power of the white 
world more than four weary years of fight- 
ing, with more defeats than victories, to 
overcome the readiness of Germany. 

Throughout, the power of the enemy 
was such that practically no fighting took 
Place within her territory. 

Every part of the war on land and on 
sea conclusively proves that, more than 
‘ver, potential strength which cannot im- 
nediately be brought to bear in the shape 
efficient fighting fleets at sea and 
mies on land is helpless for months to 
fome when war arrives. 

The effort we made after we declared 
var in 1917 was magnificent under the 
“rcumstances. We did more than we 
‘ould have reasonably expected to do. 
That effort undoubtedly was decisive in 
Winging the balance the right way. In 
‘onsidering it we are too inclined to for- 
ket the weary months between April 17 
nd July 18 necessary to put a relatively 

Il number of men on a decisive battle- 

‘ld, and that during this long delay our 


Allies just missed suffering decisive de- 
feats on several occasions. 

Preparation for war is somewhat dif- 
ferent to-day from what it was prior to the 
World War, due to many changes in 
methods and weapons. 

Preparation to protect this country is 
different from preparation to wage a war 
of aggrandisement. 

The necessity for the United States to 
be properly prepared to-day is greater 
than it was prior to 1914. 

The courageous man with the habit of 
facing trouble in this world, who ac- 
quaints himself with the facts, will be 
readily convinced. 

Those who are forever trying to dodge 
trouble by denying its existence, no mat- 
ter how honest or convinced, are only en- 
couraging those who seek the opportunity 
which weakness always invites. 


The Naval Reserve 


HE Senate’s action in incorporat- 

I ing an item of $3,000,000 in the 

Naval Appropriation bill to pro- 
vide for the training of Naval Reserves 
is timely and highly important. It should 
serve to save from disintegration our very 
valuable Naval Reserve Force, pending 
passage of the Navy Department’s bill to 
place the Reserve on a permanent basis. 

The crowded calendar of Congress 
leaves little hope that this reorganization 
bill can be passed before next year. Mean- 
time to neglect the Reserves wholly, as 
the House proposed doing, when the Reg- 
ulars are being cut much below the mini- 
mum requirements, is obvious folly. The 
Senate appropriation should permit the 
training of 3,000 officers and 10,000 men 
during the next year. These are none too 
many when the treaty Navy requires a 
peace complement of 120,000 men as 
against the 86,000 provided by Congress. 

In a recent letter to the Senate com- 
mittee urging an appropriation, Secre- 
tary Denby pointed out that the Naval 
Reserve, in spite of discouraging condi- 
tions, has been maintained as a going con- 
cern recently without any federal funds, 
but that such a condition could not con- 
tinue long without destroying its value 
to the country almost wholly. He pays 
a well deserved tribute in saying: “The 
department does not feel it necessary to 
eall the attention of the committee to the 
part the officers and men of the Naval 
Reserve took in the World War, as their 
work was well known and appreciated, 
and their value as an adjunct to, and part 
of, the Navy is recognized by all.” 

Few officers of the Regular Service will 
fail to recall the acute crisis in naval per- 
sonnel that existed at the beginning of 
the late war. Highly specialized battle- 
ship and other naval personnel had to be 
sent as armed guards to hundreds of mer- 
chant ships, thus virtually demobilizing 
the Regular Navy on the eve of war. 
Within a few weeks our wonderfully 
trained fleet was incapable of meeting 
successfully a modern enemy. It had to 
be kept within the security of Chesapeake 
Bay and devoted to the primary mission 
of training recruits to meet the ever in- 
creasing demand for more men. But for 
the then existing Naval Reserve the situ- 


ation would have been much worse. 
Unless we keep alive the present Naval 
Reserve the eve of the next war will wit- 
ness a repetition of an impotent Navy at 
a time when efficiency is demanded most 
—_ when delays will be very costly in- 


Three thousand officers and 10,000 men 
are very modest numbers compared with 
probable requirements. Perhaps they are 
sufficient ‘to tide over the present crisis in 
Naval Reserve affairs. But certainly they 
are inadequate as a normal basis. We 
are to have 86,000 men to fill 120.000 
places in the treaty Navy on a_ peace 
status. The greater the reduction in the 
Regular complements, the more urgent 
the need for Reserves. But even with the 
Regular forces recruited to full comple- 
ments war’s expanding demands will ab- 
sorb easily several hundred thousand Re- 
serves. 


Disarmament by Example 


Pr I “A HE action of the Senate in acced- 
ing to the House proposal to re- 
duce the enlisted personnel of the 

Navy to 86,000 will occasion little sur- 

prise. In view of the President’s recom- 

mendation, there was little hope of hav- 
ing this total increased by the present 

Congress. This will prove most urfortu- 

nate unless Congress and the country 

recognize that so small a number as 86,- 

000 can be justified only on the basis of 

a temporary measure of economy. Other- 

wise, if that number be accepted as nor- 

mal, the United States will be committed 
to the unsound principle of disarmament 
by example. 

While 86,000 men will enable us to 
keep our treaty quota of eighteen battle- 
ships in commission (on a 95 per cent. 
basis of complement), we will be forced 
to lay up without crews a large number 
of smaller vessels, thus unbalancing our 
fleet and reducing its aggregate strength 
matérially. 

Unfortunately, the conference failed to 
adopt the American proposal for a limita- 
tion of these smaller fighting types, so 
that each nation is now free to build and 
maintain such numbers of them as it 
may please. Nevertheless, the general 
sense of the agreement was that a ratio 
of 5-5-3 in total naval strength was ap- 
propriate respectively as between the 
United States, Great Britain and Japan; 
and it is in that sense that the American 
people expressed their approval of the 
naval limitation agreement. A reduction 
by America in these smaller types, sub- 
stantially below the strength maintained 
in them by Great Britain and Japan, will 
have the effect of materially altering the 
ratio in aggregate naval strength. In an- 
ticipation of an 86,000 personnel basis 
the Navy Department has already issued 
tentative instructions to decommission 173 
destroyers, besides a large number of 
other small fighting units, which will re- 
duce the fighting strength of our fleet 
about 20 per cent. 

Great Britain and Japan contemplate 
no corresponding reduction, either in 
ships or in personnel. They maintain suf- 
ficient men to man not only their treaty 
quota of battleships, but also a large 
force of auxiliary fighting units which 
greatly enhance the power of their fleets. 

The ratio of strength in personnel be- 
tween the three powers in question is to 
be approximately United States 4, Great 
Lritain 5, Japan 3.5. Necessarily, this 
will approach closely the true ratio of 
tonnage available for service and the act- 
ual relative total strengths. 

The disarmament incident to a reduc- 
tion in our personnel to 86,000 is, there- 
fore, in principle a disarmament by ex- 
ample. The Secretary of the Navy has 
warned the country, through the Navy 
League, that the low figures for this year 
should not be accepted as a precedent for 
succeeding years, and it is to be hoped 
profoundly that the country will acqui- 
esce in this view. Otherwise, we shall be 
permanently incapable of properly pro- 
tecting our interests and our influence at 
the next conference, which is sure to 
come, will be substantially reduced. 


Admiral Sims Blurts It Out 
(From the New York World, June 15.) 


The use in war of asphyxiating, poison- 
ous or other gases . . . having been 
justly condemned by the genera! opinion 
of the civilized world, . . the sig- 
natory powers . . declare their as- 
sent to such prohibition, agree to be bound 
thereby as between themselves. 

This is from Article V of one of the 
Washington treaties. And this is from a 
speech six months later by Rear Admiral 
William S. Sims. 

If we are attacked we will use gas, and 
we won't care how, when or why. 

You may call this insubordination, but 
at the same time you have to call it the 
truth. That is the trouble with the pious 


resolutions that were adopted at Wash- 
ington both about submarines and poison 
gas. Well-meaning people think some 
thing has been accomplished. Soldiers and 
sailors know. nothing has been accom- 
plished and have therefore to choose be- 
tween hypocritical silence and insubord- 
inate truth-telling. If Admiral Sims is re- 
buked, the men who rebuke him will pri- 
vately agree with him. 


Army Bands 


N page 998 of this issue is an ac- 
count of the first publie concert 
of the United States Army Band 

which is stationed in Washington. The 
organization of this band and the organ- 
ization of the Army Music School are two 
indications of the determination to build 
uy in our Service bands on a par with 
those of Continental European armies. 
Many officers on the active list to-day 
can remember when a regimental band 
was practically a private affair, dependent 
for its existence upon the colonel and the 
cfficers of a regiment, as the Government 
limited its help to permitting two men to 
be detailed from each company, troop or 
battery. Unless a regiment had an ad- 


jutant and colonel really interested, the 
baud leader had a hard row to hoe, if for 
po other reason than the fact that too 
many first sergeants and company com- 
menders looked upon the band merely as 
an excuse used by two men to escape 
guard and police duty. 

One of the first things which struck any 
American officer making his first visit 
abroad, prior to the World War, was un- 
doubtedly the regimental bands of Conti- 
nental European armies. 

The wonderful and thrilling bursts of . 
really martial music which can be pro- 
duced only by a large band made yp pri- 
marily of brass was far beyond anything 
he had ever heard before. Even an offi- 
cer ignorant of music could tell immedi- 
ately that, for the first time in his life, he 
was hearing really martial music; music 
written in such a way that even the stu- 
pidest soldier couldn’t help but put his foot 
down at the right time; musie written not 
in competition with something to be played 
by an orchestra full of reed instruments, 
unhearable beyond the first few companies 
of a regiment, but written to be heard by 
and inspire the last platoon of a regiment 
of 3,000 as much as the leading platoon. 
He could not help but be struck by the 
wse of the assembled field music of the 
regiment, not merely to play when the 
band needed a rest, but as a means of add- 
ing to the inspiring volume of sound by 
joining in while the band was playing. 

The French bands, in particular, led by 
the solid ranks of the snare drums, of their 
field music; their rank after rank of 
buglers who tossed their trumpets in the 
cir and then brought them to their mouths 
in unison, producing a wonderful flash of 
colors as the red, white and blue cords 
and tassels and regimental fanions of vari- 
ous celors hanging from them swept above 
their heads, were particularly inspiring. 

The massing of all the bands of a divi- 
sion at a review—easily done because all 
were trained alike and all had the same 
instrumentation—with the resulting vol- 
ume of music inevitably, from the point 
of view of both sight and hearing, pro- 
duced a memory never to be forgotten. 

The A.E.F. had a wonderful band by 
the time the Armistice came. The United 
States Army Band is undoubtedly a con- 
tinuation of this idea. The United States 
Army Band and the Army Music School 
will undoubtedly mean that the time is 
rapidly approaching when our Army will 
have nothing to learn from Burope in any 
respect.

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PAY ROLLS, NATIONAL GUARD. 


For the period ending June 30, 1922, 
armory drill pay rolls will be prepared 
and submitted in accordance with instruc- 
tions in force prior to the issuance of the 
National Guard Regulations of 1922. 
There have been printed new forms,W.D. 
8367 and 367a, under date of March 9, 
1922, which are to be used in preparing 
armory drill pay rolls after June 30. Un- 
less none of the old forms is available 
(dated July 24 and 21, 1916), the new 
ones will not be used for preparing these 


pay rolls. 

With the exception of the recording of 
the drills held from this time up to the 
end of the period, these rolls for the period 
ending June 30, 1922, should be practi- 
cally complete. Requisitions for form W. 
D. 367b—no date—plate number 3-7984, 
will be limited to the number necessary 
to complete these rolls ending June 30, 
as this form will become obsolete after 
that date. 

The instructions with reference to pay 
rolls on and after July 1, 1922, will be 
governed by the new National Guard Reg- 
ulations. Militia Bureau forms 107 and 

-D. 367b have been revised and the new 
forms will be used on and after July 1. 
These forms provide for a separate ar- 
mory drill attendance record for each 
member of the National Guard, together 
with a record, in total numbers only, of 
the officers and men attending each ar- 
mory drill or equivalent military duty. 
As soon as the above forms have been re- 
ceived by the bureau they will be issued 
to the various states without requisition. 
In the event these forms are not received 
by July 1 a temporary record of armory 
drill attendance will be kept for each in- 
dividual of the National Guard. For this 
purpose old form W.D. 367b, or an im- 
provised substitute if form 367b is not on 
hand, will be used. Upon the receipt of 
the revised forms M.B. 107 and W.D. 
367b, the temporary record will be car- 
ried to these forms in accordance with 
the instructions thereon. 

For the field training period (fifteen 
days) and for camps of instruction (four 
days) pay rolls will be prepared on W. 
D. forms 367 and 367a, dated July 24 
and 21, 1916, if the final date of the pay 
“roll is prior to July 1, 1922. If the final 
date of the pay roll is subsequent to June 
30, 1922, W.D. forms 367 and 367a, dated 
March 9, 1922, will be used, and if not 
on hand will be supplied on requisition. 

The supply of W.D. forms 367 and 
367a, dated July 24 and 21, 1916, is ex- 
hausted. When these forms are not on 
hand in an organization or state it will 
be necessary to use forms 367 and 367a, 
dated March 9, 1922, in lieu thereof. 


GOMPERS INDORSES GUARD. 


Organized labor stands for the National 
Guard and sees in it, as opposed to the 
large standing armies of European na- 
tions, a symbol of liberty as opposed to 
tyranny, according to a statement re- 
ceived on June 10 by Adjutant Gen. Louis 
G. Lasher, Iowa N.G., from Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Federation 
of Labor. 

The Gompers statement, according to 
the Adjutant General, was asked for by 
the Militia Bureau of the War Depart- 
ment as the resnlt of a misunderstanding 
regarding Mr. Gompers’s attitude toward 


the Guard, 

, “A man who is a wage earner and hon- 
crable, working at his trade or calling to 
support himself and his dependents,” said 
Mr: s letter, “has not only the 
right to become a citizen soldier, but that 
right must be unquestioned. 

“The Militia, i.e., the citizen soldiery of 
the several states in our country, sup- 
plies what otherwise might take its place, 
a large standing army. 

e difference between the citizen sol- 
dier of the United States and the large 
standing armies of many European coun- 
tries is the difference between the concep- 
tion of liberty and tyranny. 

“While organized labor stands against 
the arbitrament of national or interna- 
ticnal disputes p Boga of arms, yet we 

st realize we e not yet reached the 
millennium; that in the age in which we 
live we have not the choice between armed 
furce and disarmament, but the alterna- 
tive between a large standing army and a 
small one supplemented by volunteer citi- 
zen soldiery—the Militia of our several 


states.” 

-“This is clear, concise and definite,” 
said General Lasher, “and should forever 
set at rest any misunderstanding as to the 
attitude of organized labor toward Na- 
fonal Guard service. It is simply added 
proof that organized labor stander for the 
same brand of loyalty and patriotism as 
dces the National Guard.” 





212TH ARTILLERY (OLD 12TH) N.Y.N.G. 


The 75th anniversary of the organiza- 
tion of the 12th Infantry, N.Y.N.G. (now 
212th Artillery) was celebrated in the ar- 
mory in New York city on June 8 A 
large audience and many veterans of the 
12th from the Civil War period to the 
present time were present, a number of 
prominent officers being among them. 

The first event was the unveiling of the 
memorial “To those officers and men of 
the 12th Infantry, N.Y.N.G., who made 
the supreme sacrifice.” This memorial is 
located in the main hallway and is a beau- 
tiful tablet of bronze and marble. 

Brig. Gen. George R. Dyer, a former 
colonel of the 12th, who served with it as 
colonel longer than any other, and who 
brought the command up to the top notch 
of efficiency, presented the tablet to the 
keeping of Col. N. B. Burr, the C.O. of 
the present regiment. 

The veterans of the 12th then marched 
into the drill hall, where the active regi- 
ment had assembled for review by General 
Dyer. The national and state colors used 
by the regiment in the Civil and Spanish- 
American Wars, on the Texas border and 
in the World War were paraded and sa- 
luted. 

General Dyer had as an honorary staff 
Major Gen. Daniel Appleton, Judge Henry 
A. Gildersleeve, a former colonel of the 
12th, Cols. Robert W. Leonard, Thomas 
Denny, C. S. Wadsworth and Henry R. 
Winthrop, all ex-colonels of the 12th. 

The regiment made a very handsome 
showing during the review, and also dur- 
ing the parade which followed, and as a 
whole the ceremonies were the best given 
by the regiment in a long time. 

At the conclusion of the parade General 
Dyer made an address concerning the rec- 
ord of the 12th, especially as he person- 
ally knew it. He congratulated Colonel 
Burr on the present efficiency of the 212th. 

Judge Gildersleeve, a Civil War veteran 
and one of the most famous rifle shots in 
the world in the early days of the Creed- 
moor rifle range, followed General Dyer 
in remarks about the 12th, speaking of its 
distinguished record since it was organ- 
ized June 21, 1847, as the 11th Regiment 
from companies then in existence. It was 
redesignated as the 12th Regiment July 
27, 1847. 

The 12th was the first regiment of the 
Union Army to cross the famous old Long 
Bridge into Virginia, and it had the dis- 
tinction of furnishing more general offi- 
cers than any other regiment. The first 
colonel of the 12th was Henry G. Steb- 
bins and the first lieutenant colonel of the 
12th was John Jacob Astor. Both offi- 
cers served in battle. 

In the Spanish-American War the 12th 
was in the U.S. Service from May 13, 
1898, to April 20, 1899, longer than any 
other regiment from the National Guard. 
During the World War it furnished 350 
men to help fill up the 69th Regiment, and 
upon its reorganization at Spartansburg, 
S.C.. the 12th furnished 23 officers and 
1,436 men to the 105th, 106th, 107th and 
108th Infantry, and to Field Artillery, 
Engineers and other organizations. With 
the remaining personnel and large details 
from the National Army the regiment was 
reorganized as the 52d Pioneer Infantry, 
serving with the A.E.F. A new 12th In- 
fantry, New York Guard, was organized 
after the old 12th went to. the front, and 
with the returned personnel of the war 
regiment the old organization was recon- 
stituted as a federalized National Guard 
regiment, becoming the 212th Artillery. 

Colonel Leonard, a veteran of the Civil 
and Spanish-American Wars and the Phil- 
ippine Insurrection, who was in command 
of the 12th in the Spanish War, also spoke 
interestingly to the officers on the history 
of the 12th. 

Among the many special guests present 
in addition to those above named were 
Col. G. D. Moore, U.S.A.; Col. J. J. 
Byrne, Capt. A. T. Weston, U.S.N.. Major 
H. Pell, Col. A. Schermerhorn, Col. F. L. 
V. Hoppin, Lieut. Col. A. L. Reagan. 





SERGT. MAJOR HAYWARD, 13TH W.Y., 
COMPLETES 40 YEARS’ SERVICE. 


Regimental Sergt. Arthur A. Hayward, 
13th Coast Defense Command, N.Y.N.G., 
completed forty years of service on June 
5. He first enlisted in the 13th June 5, 
1882, when the regiment was located in 
the armory at Flatbush avenue and Han- 
son place, Brooklyn, the site now being 
occupied by the Long Island Railroad 
depot. 

In speaking of the long service of Ser- 
geant Hayward, Col. Sydney Grant, com- 
manding the 13th, who has himself per- 
formed forty-one years of service with the 
organization, said:

NEW JERSEY GUARD BACK TO ITS OLD 
STATUS. 


Governor Edwards, as commander-in- 
chief of the New Jersey National Guard, 
has issued an executive order by which 
the several units of the 57th Infantry 
Brigade revert to the status they occu- 
pied prior to the order transferring prac- 
tically the entire Guard to North Jersey. 
The headquarters of the 114th Infantry 
are transferred back to Camden from Pat- 
erson. Col. Winfield S. Price, of Cam- 
den, will be in command and, assisted by 
Lieut. Col. Edward B. Stone, of Burling- 
ton, will have the unit in shape for .the 
annual encampment at Sea Girt in July. 

The Governor’s order terminates the 
controversy over the election of Brig. Gen. 
Howard S. Borden, of Oceanic, as com- 
mandant of the 57th Brigade, which was 
opposed by a large number of officers who 
preferred an officer who had served with 
the A.E.F. 

So great was the disaffection among the 
World War veterans that more than forty 
officers, including Colonel Price and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Stone, resigned their com- 
missions. The Powell bill passed by 
the recent legislature reorganized the Na- 
tional Guard and restored the 57th Brigade 
units to its former status, as a result 
of the protest against the election of Gen- 
eral Borden. The latter resigned later at 
the request of Governor Edwards, who re- 
sented the publication of a letter written 
to him by General Borden. 





RHODE ISLAND. 


Battery A, 103d Field Artillery, Rhode 
Island Nat. Guard, has won the Field Ar- 
tillery trophy for making the most points 
in qualifying gunners during the spring 
examination. Battery A led the battalion 
with 743.5 points, Battery C was second 
with 462 and Battery B third with 313.4. 
The trophy, awarded by the Providence 
Marine Corps of Artillery, was presented 
by Capt. Stanley F. Bryan, U.S.A., on 
duty as instructor. 

Battery A qualified one expert first 
class and seven second class gunners.

NAVAL MILITIA.

ADDITIONAL AVIATORS AVAILABLE IN 
THE RESERVE. 


The Navy Department does not antici- 
pate that it will experience any difficulty 
in securing the fifty additional naval avia- 
tors provided for in the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill, as reported out of the Senate 
committee. 

There are now about sixty Reserve na- 
val aviators on active duty. Under the 
Senate amendment, it would be possible 
to select fifty from this list for active duty 
for a year, at the end of which time they 
would be authorized to take an examina- 
tion for permanent commissions. 

The Senate committee amendment not 
only will give the Navy the additional 
aviators, which are needed badly at pres- 
ent, but will afford the Reserve officers 
affected ample time to prepare for the ex- 
amination. Under the conditions which 
they were required to serve before the 
examination took place they were not 
given sufficient time to prepare for the 
tests. 





HEARING ON BURSUM BILL TO BE 
RESUMED JUNE 19. 


Another hearing on the Bursum bill (g 
1565), to retire emergency Army offices 
who were permanently disabled in th 
World War, has been scheduled by thy 
House Military Committee for June 19, 
Brigadier General Sales, The Adjutan;

CIVILIAN NAVY URGED. 


Plans for developing a naval Civiliay 
reserve, similar to the National Guard syp

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RESERVE ARMY ASSOCIATION. 


The Reserve Army Association was 
formed recently in Detroit, Mich. It was 
started with 100 charter members. Only 


officers holding Reserve commissions are 
eligible to membership. It is planned to 
make the association a national organiza- 
tion before next winter. 

As soon as the Detroit chapter is com- 
pleted, other chapters will be organized 
throughout the state. After that a state 
ccnvention of Reserve officers of Michi- 
gan will be held, with a view to organiz- 
ing chapters in other states and holding a 
nutional convention during the fall. Those 
behind the organization expect to have a 
membership of more than 50,000 before 
the summer is over. 

The organization committee that ap- 
plied for the charter and calied the first 
neeting is composed of Lieut. Col. Fred 
M. Alger, Major Walter ©. Cole, Lieut. 
Col. Dexter M. Ferry, Lieut. Col. Lee A. 
McCalla, Col, Angus McLean, Lieut. Col. 
William B. Rosevear, jr., Lieut. Col. 
Francis L. Sward and Lieut. E. E. Vallen- 
tini. 

In ealling the meeting to order Colonel 
McCalla said it was imperative that the 
Orgawized Reserves should have a force- 
ful national association at once. It is 
apparent, he declared, that some influence 
will have to be brought to bear on Con- 
gress, which recently reduced the appro- 
priation for training the Reserves of the 
country to $250,000, after President Hard- 
ing and Secretary of War Weeks had 
recommended $4,000,000. 


Will Aid National Defense. 


“The committee is not only pleased 
with your action to-night, but is surprised 
at the unanimity of opinion that the or- 
ganization must go forward at once on the 
foundation that has been planned for it,” 
said Colonel McCalla. 

“The purposes of the Reserve Army As- 
sociation are primarily to aid in every law- 
ful way a genuine national defense by the 
maintenance of a competent Army, always 
on duty, together with a large and well- 
trained Reserve Army, organized for ser- 
vice, but allowed to earn its living in civil 
pursuits until war comes. 

“It is contended that this can best be 
accomplished by training the _ selected 
youth of the nation each year in summer 
camps under competent supervision, and 
by placing such trained men directly in 
units‘of the Reserve Army, now called the 
Organized Reserves. This will conserve 
and maintain the military assets of the na- 
tion in a truly economical, rather than an 
extravagant, manner. 

“To accomplish these things, 
must maintain at all times an efficient 
corps of officers in the Regular Army, 
competent to act as instructors for the Re- 
serve Army as well as to be commanders 
of the Regular force itself.’ 


Voice at Washington Needed. 


Colonel Roosevear, also addressing the 
meeting, said the program for national de- 
fense now is well under way, and all offi- 
cers have a fair understanding of it. 

“The three components of the Army of 
the United States are beginning to pull to- 
gether for the common good, but the citi- 
zen soldier, all varieties of him, is being 
appealed to daily for political aid,’’ Colonel 
Roosevear said. “We are glad to give it. 
All Reserve officers gladly support the 
present scheme of national defense. 

“We of the Reserve Army, as individ- 
uals and as members of various patriotic 
organizations, have told Congress what we 
thought about cutting down the Regular 
Army and crippling the Navy. Our broth- 
ers in the National Guard, through the 
executive committee of their association, 
have largely succeeded in restoring their 
appropriation. 

“We have not yet been so fortunate as 
to get the aid of Congress in obtaining 
training for our officers, though we have 
hepes that the appropriation of $4,000 
will be restored. The fact is that this great 
Reserve Army is completely inarticulate 
ay unable to express itself at Washing- 
on 

“The Regular Army has its own ccm- 
plete military hierarchy. It can, and does, 
determine its own policies, and to a great 
Gegree makes itself heard by Congress. 
The National Guard has its state and 
national organizations, headed by a small 
but well-chosen executive committee which 
is thoroughly informed as to the needs of 
the Militia. The Reserve Army has noth- 
ing of the sort, and its views seem quite 
unknown and inconsequential at Wash- 
ington, 

“It must be thoroughly understood that 
une of us has any hostility for either the 
Regular Army or the National Guard. We 
are all convinced as to the wisdom of the 
three-ply Army scheme. We do hope, 
however, to display an intelligent and dis- 
crimiaating self-interest, and to concen- 
trate our fire over the front opposite our 
Own sector. 

“We hope the committee of Reserve offi- 
cers working with the General Staff at 


Congress 





Washington may eventually have some 
simon-pure Reserve officers on it. 


Just Promotion Rule Is Hope. 


“We hope that the amazing differences 
in the rules for promotions as between offi- 
cers of the National Guard and of the Re- 
serve Army may reach some partial equal- 
ization, and we hope that the higher ranks 
of Reserve units may really be filled by 
promotion from our own officers. The 
gieat majority of recent appointments to 
general and field rank have been from out- 
side of the Reserves, to the profound dis- 
couragement and discontent of the young- 
er officers. Many of the best captains and 
lieutenants who served in the National 
Army divisions have refused to come back 
into service for precisely this reason. 

“It is hoped this Reserve Army Associa- 
tion may become a clearing house for the 
constructive ideas of the Organized Re- 
serve officers, and also for many societies 
end associations now striving to aid Con- 
gress and our Government toward the at- 
tainment of genuine national defense.” 

The officers of the Detroit chapter are: 
Colonel McCalla, president; Colonel Mc- 
Lean, vice president; Colonel Sward, sec- 
retary, and Major Cole, treasurer. 





INFORMATION FOR B.0. 


Below we give several questions and 
answers which will be of interest to per- 
sons who desire to be commissioned in the 
O.R.C. : 

J. T. H. asks: (1) Does the Govern- 
ment furnish an officer with uniforms with- 
out charge? (2) Under what binding ob- 
ligations is an officer to the Government 
during peace time? (3) Is an officer al- 
lowed any pay from the Government ex- 
cept when he is at camp for instruction? 

Answers: (1) No. Reserve officers 
must provide themselves with uniforms 
with proper insignia at their own expense. 
G.O. 7, Feb. 10, 1921, provides that Re- 
serve ofliccrs may purchase at such places 
as may be designated in orders, or from 
sales stores or other points of supplies in 
their respective corps area, necessary uni- 
forms and other equipment at the same 
prices at which such articles are furnished 
to officers of the Regular Army. Informa- 
tion as to this can be had from corps area 
headquarters. 

(2) An officer of the Reserve Corps 
must keep himself informed as to current 
military events and the latest military de- 
velopments, must study the necessary 
books, and be prepared for active service 
whenever needed. The President may or- 
der a Reserve officer to active duty at any 
time for any period, but except in time of 
a national emergency expressly declared by 
Congress no Reserve officer shall be em- 
ployed on active duty for more than fifteen 
days in any one calendar year without his 
consent. 

(3) Pay and allowances while on active 
duty will be at the rate for corresponding 
grade in the Regular Army. There is no 
provision for pay to a Reserve officer while 
in inactive status. 

R.O.W. asks: Is a Reserve officer’s 
wife allowed to enter any Army hospital, 
the same as the family of a Regular active 
officer? 

Answer: The family of a Reserve offi- 
cer on the inactive list is not entitled to 
enter a military hospital or to receive 
medical attendance from the Medical De 
partment of the Army. If a Reserve offi- 
cer is on active duty, the family will be 
enutitled to the same privileges in this re- 
spect as are officers of the Regular Ser- 
vice. A.R. 1473 provides: “Medical offi- 
cers and contract surgeons on duty will 
attend officers, enlisted men, contract sur- 
geons, acting dental surgeons, members of 
the Nurse Corps, prisoners of war, and 
other persons in military custody or con- 
finement, and applicants for enlistment 
while held under observation; als6é, when 
| gpepomy the families of officers and en- 
listed men; . 

G.A.S. asks: (1) I desire to transfer 
from the Air Service to the Military Police 
Reserve.

Answer: (1) Apply to The Adjutant 
General. (2) Send a statement of your 
border service, with application for medal, 
to The A.G. 


PROMOTION IN 0.B.C. 


An important ruling has been made by 
the War Department regarding the promo- 
tion of commissioned officers of the Organ- 
ized Reserves. It reads as follows: 

“For the present it is not necessary for 
promotions in the different groups that a 
vacancy exist somewhere in the organiza- 
tion under the corps area commander. 
Later, as the organization problem prog- 
resses, it may be advisable to limit promo- 
tion to actual vacancies, but for the pres- 
ent no such restrictions will be placed upon 
promotion. If there are officers in excess 





of the vacancies at the disposal of the 
ccrps area commander, the corps area com- 
mander will attach such officers to units of 
the Organized Reserves.”

Article I. 
REGIMENTAL COLORS AND STANDARDS. 

Like the uniform, the regimeftal colors 
and standards are the result of slow de- 
velopment and, like the uniform, they are 
also peculiarly American. But unlike the 
uniform, for with very minor changes the 
whole Army wears the same uniform, each 
regiment, battalion, train -or command 
which bears colors bears one which is pe- 
culiarly its own. 

First, of course, each regiment, and the 
word is used to mean each color bearing 
organization, carries a national flag and 
regimental colors, if a dismounted organ- 
ization, or a standard if a mounted organ- 
ization. These differ only in size. It is 
this regimental flag which reached its final 
form so late as June, 1920. The old colors 
and standard with which the “Old Army” 
is so familiar differ in the color of the 
bedy and of the fringe in different arms 
of the Service. The Infantry color is blue 
with a yellow fringe, the Field Artillery 
standard is red with a yellow fringe, the 
standard of the Engineers is red with a 
white fringe and that of the Medical Corps 
maroon with a white fringe. The familiar 
American eagle, full front with head to 
the right and outstretched wings, heraldi- 
cally described as an “eagle displayed,” 
with olive branch and thirteen arrows in 
his talons, and with the name of the regi- 
ment on the scroll below, is on both the old 
end the new regimental flag, but here the 
similarity ceases. 

All of the old colors were displayed on 
the eagle’s breast, the national shield with 
the Stars and Stripes; in the eagle’s beak 
was the ribbon with “E pluribus unum” 
and over the eagle’s head a glory of clouds 
end the thirteen stars. The new colors are 
just as truly American as the old, for the 
flag is blue, yellow or orange as the case 
may be, with the fringe in the piping color 
amd the American eagle as before, but on 
his breast is the individual coat-of-arms 
of the regiment, on the ribbon the indi- 
vidual motto of the regiment, and above 
the eagle’s head is the individual crest of 
the regiment. 

These three elements are carefully 
worked out for each regiment and tell in 
picture writing, which is what all heraldry 
is, the outstanding deeds in the history of 
the organization. 


The New Battle Streamers. 


One more striking change appears in 
connection with the colors. In the old 
days the regiment’s fighting record was 
shown on the staff with a silver band bear- 
ing the name of each battle. These rings 
heve now been replaced by “battle stream- 
ers” as the staff head, for each regiment 
mow has a campaign ribbon for each war 
with the name of the engagements em- 
Lroidered thereon. The ribbons are in the 
same colers as those worn on the breasts 
of the individuals, but twice as wide and 
about three feet in length. If the regi- 
ment was in a number of battles in any 
one war, more than one streamer for that 
war must be used, for the lettering is 
Jerge enough to be readily legible, and 
there is not space enough for more than 
the names of three battles on one ribbon. 

G.O. No. 16, 1921, gives a list of the 
names of the campaigns and battles which 
appear on the battle streamers. The fight- 
ing in the War of the Revolution is classi- 
fied under 15 names, the War of 1812 un- 
der 8, the Mexican War under 12, the 
Civil War under 27, the Indian wars un- 
der 14, the Spanish War 3, the Philippine 
campaigns 12, the China relief 3, and the 
World War 15. As the regiments apply 
for their battle streamers their records are 
prepared in the Historical Branch of the 
Army War College and the battle stream- 
ers are made by the Quartermaster Corps 
at Schuylkill Arsenal. 

There are in the United States Army 
some 200-odd regiments, battalions, trains 
and commands which bear colors and 
which are therefore entitled to individual 
coats-of-arms. Of this number arms have 
been approved for all save something less 
than forty. As the old colors and stand- 
ards are worn out or become unfit for ser- 
vice new ones are issued and these are of 
the new design with the regimental shield, 
crest and motto. Some sixty-odd of the 
new type have been issued. Battle stream- 
ers are not integral with the flags, being 
separately attached to the staff, so the new 
streamers are being issued to the regi- 
ments as they requisition them without 
reference to the fact that the old regimen- 
tal colors are in good condition and will 
not need replacing for years. 


For the National Guard. 


As under the law there is but one Army 
the system with slight modifications has 
been extended to the regiments of the Na- 
tional Guard. Thus all of the regiments 
and commands in the same state will have 
the “same crest, but the shield and motto 
will in each case be individual to the regi- 
ment. All of the regiments of the Massa- 
chusetts National Guard bear the familiar 
crest of the state of Massachusetts, the 
arm brandishing a sword; those of Dela- 
ware the crest of Lord Delaware, those of 
Oklahoma an Indian’s head with wa> bon-

ret, and those of Kansas a sunflower. The 
regimental flags are the same as those of 
the Regular Army in the color of the arm 
ot the Service with the eagle, ete, but 
where the regiment is a new one and has 
its history to make, or when the regiment 
has not as yet adopted a shield or motto, 
the colors are made with the ribbon in the 
cagle’s beak not lettered and the eagle’s 
breast filled in with feathers. When motto 
Las been chosen this is added to the rib- 
bon and when the shield has been ap- 
proved it is embroidered on the eagle’s 
breast. 

The entire set of state crests has been 
devised and correspondence between the 
adjutants general of the various states 
and the Chief of the Militia Bureau and 
the War Department is being carried on. 
‘The name scroll on the colors of the Regu- 
lar Army and the National Guard + A 
ments differs just enough to preserve the 
eld tradition. The scroll is in three loops 
or panels; that of a Regular regiment will 
read “Twenty-second — Regiment — Infan- 
try.” That of a National Guard regiment 
will preserve the old name by omitting the 
word “regiment” in the middle panel and 
substituting the old name of the organiza- 
tion. Thus the scroll will read—*107th— 
7th N.Y.—Infantry,” or perhaps successive 
wars have changed the old state number 
so the old name is really a name, in which 
ease the scroll will read 
Quesne Grays, Pa.—Artillery.”

Liaison in Combat | 
By Capt. Raugel, Gen. Staff, French Army | 
(European Military Correspondent.) 


The question of liaison in combat be- | 
tween Infantry and Artillery is one of the 
matters which most preoccupies French | 
military circles and those of her allies. | 
The Germans also are devoting consider- | 
able time to obtaining a proper solution | 
of this problem, and have already consid- 
erably increased the troops and matériel | 
assigned to this duty in their present 
army. 

The French rgulations of before the 
war affirmed in the most peremptory fash- 
ion the preponderance of the Infantry in 
battle, the other arms—Cavalry, Artil- 
lery, Aviation—being merely auxiliaries | 
working for “The Queen of Battles.” 

The war revealed to such an extent the 
crushing power of the fire’ of the weap- 
ons used that the time came when many 
commenced to believe that the Artillery 
had become the principal combat arm. 
This was expressed by saying, “The Ar- 
tillery conquers, the Infantry occupies.” 


Time and events, however, brought 
those who believed this back to a more 
sane comprehension of the _ realities. 


Again it became thoroughly understood 
that the Infantry is the only arm capa- 
ble ef conquering and of holding ground ; 
the other arms having no other mssion 
than that of aiding the Infantry in its 


task. 

The Artillery has the first place amongst 
the arms of which the aid is indispensable 
to the Infantry. Without it the Infantry 
is able to do but little. However, this 
aid cannot be efficacious except that it be 
given each instant in a fashion which is 
tangible to the Infantry soldier. The In- 
fantry soldier and the field gun work for 
the same end, but are several kilometers 
apart. 

How is it possible to synchronize their 
efforts? In other words, how can the In- 
fantry soldier get the shells of the Arfil- 
lery on the points and at the times he 
wishes? 

During the war an effort was made to 
solve this problem, not only by the utili- 
zation of the most diverse means for the 
transmission of messages, but also by giv- 
ing the Infantry first accompanying guns, | 
and then tanks. However, the various 
means of transmitting messages always 
turned out to be precarious. The accom- 
panying guns turned out to be too vul- 
nerable and not powerful enough. The 
tanks could not be given to all Infantry 
units in the attack, and too often met a 
resistance which they could not overcome. 
As a result, even in 1918, during the Bat- 
tle of France, the Infantry and Artillery 
too often did not have sufficient liaison 
to insure their working together properly. 
When the armistice came the problem of 
sufficient liaison between the Infantry 
and the Artillery remained to be solved. 

Apparently, opinion is coming more and 
more to be that the solution should not 
be hunted for in an armored accompany- 
ing Artillery belonging to the Infantry. 
if for no other reason because of the great 
expense; but in the use of a wireless por- 
table telegraph or telephone outfit which. 
under all circumstances, will permit the 
Infantry soldier and the Artillery observ- 
ers in the first line to communicate witb- 
out fail with the batteries. 

It has been announced that the Ameri- 
cans have decided from now on to make 
an intensive military use of the wireless 
telephone. This news ought to attract 
attention everywhere, because in an event- 
ual future conflict that force will be mas- 
ter of the situation which possesses a sure 
means of realizing that intimate co-opera- 
tion hetween the Infertrv and Artillery 








which is so essential in battle. 





The Infantry Column

Article II. 
THE IMPORTANCE OF THE RIFLE. 


Of all the weapons that the Infantry 
soldier is called upon to use the rifle is, 
and has been for nearly two centuries, the 
most important. From that day when “the 
Fnglish, less humane made use 
of their first crude firearm at the cele- 
brated battle of Crecy,” to the hour when, 
the heights of the Meuse passed, the weary 
Doughboy greeted a well-won peace, the 
Infantry soldier has been supreme on the 
tield of battle, and the Infantry rifle, from 
the rough hand gun to the present Spring- 
field has been the arm that has held him 
on his throne. From the days of the long 
bow to those of the present, declares the 
Encyclopedia Brittanica, the changes in 
tucties have been brought about by the de- 
velopment of fire. 

It was the appreciation of the impor- 
taxce of the rifle and of proper training in 
its use that prompted General Pershing, 
shortly after the arrival of his headquar- 
ters in France, to issue those directions, so 
cften quoted, that the divisions then un- 
dergoing instruction in the United States 
should be trained to the maximum profi- 
ciency in the care and use of the rifle by 
au thorough range training, supplemented 
by musketry problems. 

_ How well the adherence to these direc- 
tions affected the efficiency of the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Forces is written in the 
record of the glorious achievements of 
cur combat divisions. Wherever’ the 
Doughboy followed the principles that he 
had been taught on the range, and, under 
a competent leader employed the team play 
learned in his musketry problems, he was 
successful. When he forgot those lessons 
his success was doubtful and his casualties 
heavy. In a pamphlet recently issued by 
the Department of Military Art, at the In- 
fantry School, the statement appears that 
“the greatest element of our success, in 
so far as concerned the Infantry, was the 
insistence upon training in rifle practice 
and the inculeation in the Infantry sol- 
> oa the principle of relying on his 
rifle. 


Instruction at Camps. 


Based upon this tactical lesson the 

training programs for the summer training 
camps which are soon to open in all corps 
areas have been so arranged as to devote 
the major portion of the time spent at the 
camps to intensive instruction in rifle 
marksmanship, musketry, and minor tac- 
ties. The training in range practice will 
follow the prescribed courses laid down in 
“Rifle Marksmanship” as published by the 
War Department, and the musketry and 
minor tactical problems will be carried on 
under the Benning method of demonstra- 
tion followed by personal execution by the 
student. 
_'The Infantry student must know his 
rifle. He must know its capabilities and 
its deficiencies. And he must know why 
he can obtain certain results while the 
inan next him on the firing line cannot 
ecual his performance. Then, when he 
discovers the reasons for his success he 
must impart his knowledge to his fellow 
student in exchange for other methods 
that the latter has found to benefit him. 
The purpose of your course must not be 
merely to perfect your own marksmanship, 
but primarily so to train yourself that 
you may become a competent instructor to 
vthers. This is the mission that must be 
eenstantly kept in mind. 

The business of firing the Army rifle, 
as stated in the instructional pamphlet 
prepared by the War Department on that 
subject, is merely a mechanical process. 
Any young man who has the requisite 
physical qualifications for admittance to 
one of the summer camps has the ability 
reeded to make of himself an expert rifle- 
man. But this ability is not a God-given 
gift. You will not leave the range Mon- 
day night a poor shot to return on Tues- 
aay an expert, unless you practice, and 
practice conscientiously. Skill in firing 
the rifle comes in the same way as does 
expertness in baseball or superiority as a 
musician. Truly, some men are fortunate 
in the possession of a talent that makes 
them learn more quickly than others—a 
keener vision, or a steadier hand, just as 
Rachmaninoff has a superior touch and 
sense of tone and as Babe Ruth’s remark- 
able co-ordination of brain and muscle en- 
ables him to lead in his profession. But 
neither the musician nor the baseball 
player achieved his position without work. 
Fach gained his pre-eminence by concen- 
tration and practice, and so it is for the 
man who would become proficient with 
the rifle. 


History of the Rifle. 


All mombers of the Infantry R.O.T.C. 
units and all of the Infantry Reserve offi- 
cers are more or less familiar with the 
rifle used by our Army, the United States 
r‘fle, caliber .30, Model 1903. They know 
that with the bayonet fixed its weight is 
ubout nine and one-half pounds and with- 
out the bayonet about one pound less, 
those who have carried it on summer 
marches are convinced that this weight is 
in error. They say glibly that its length 
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is a little over forty-three inches, and use 
it as a measure of tent ropes and column 
distances. They repeat sagely that its 
initial velocity is 2,700 feet per second, 


| and that with the muzzle elevated to forty- 











| five degrees it will fire only slightly less 


than 5,000 yards. But very few of us 
know how we happen to have this rifle; 
through what queer ancestors it traces its 
lineage ; how it compares with the rifles of 
other armies; and why it is conceded to 
be the best military rifle in use to-day. 
The use of the rifle as a military weap- 
on, and here is meant not only firearms 
the barrels of which are rifled, but also 
any of the various types of shoulder 
guns, is comparatively modern. Even as 
lete as our own Revolutionary War no 
less an illustrious person than Benjamin 
Franklin seriously advocated the arming 
of the Continental troops with bows and 
arrows in the place of the musket of the 
time. It is remarkable that the slow fir- 
ing, uncertain firearms of the seventeenth 
end eighteenth centuries ever replaced the 
bew. The long bow was capable of deliy- 
ering a “fire” four times as rapid as the 
rifle of that period and proportionately 
more accurate. In 1792 a reliably re- 
ported match between an archer and a 
musketeer resulted in the bowman placing 
s.xteen arrows out of twenty in a target 
at a range of 100 yards, whereas the rifie- 
man was able to secure only twelve shots 
on the same target. The Encyclopedia 
Brittanica credits a Welsh archer of the 
twelfth century, firing the English long 
buw, with placing a shaft through an oak 
door four inches thick, so that the head of 
the shaft protruded a hand’s breadth on 
the inner side. The same source is the au- 
thority for the record of the Japanese 
archer, Wada Daihachi, who is said to 
have shot 8,133 arrows down the 128- 
yard hall of Kioto in twenty-four consecu- 
tive hours, averaging five shots a minute. 


The First Shoulder Arms. 


The first practical shoulder firing gun 
was the hand gun, first used in 1446. This 
weapon was merely a tube of brass or 
iron with a touch-hole at first on the top 
and later on the side, fixed in a straight 
stock, the end of which was placed under 
the armpit when firing. A small pan to 
hold a primer was placed on the side of 
the barrel in later models. The match- 
lock, which placed a slow-burning match 
on the handgun and so arranged the 
inatch by an ingenious trigger mechanism 
that the match would fall into the pan at 
the proper instant, was the next develop- 
ment in Infantry frearms. The Spaniards 
early became proficient in the use of this 
Lew weapon (which was looked upon in 
much the same light as is gas to-day), and 
by the middle of the fifteenth century had 
{creed practically all of the nations of 
Europe to adopt it, though only as a sec- 
ordary weapon. The arbusquiers of Piz- 
zaro and the Duke of Alva were almost as 
heavily laden as the present Doughboy and 
carried a piece so unwieldy that they 
found it necessary to fire from a pike 
stuck into the ground. 

The wheel-lock, flint-lock and match 
flint-rock, operating on the “flint and steel 
principle’ were the next steps forward, 
until, at the beginning of the eighteenth 
century, according to the Encyclopedia 
Brittanica, the rifle “formed with the 
bayonet the armament of all Infantry. 

Following the Napoleonic wars came 
the development of two inventions of sev- 
eral centuries before, the rifled barrel, and 
the breech-loader. The history of the rifle 
from this period is merely the history of 
the perfection of these inventions, with 
the added development of a device for load- 
ing from a clip of five bullets. In this 
period the caliber has fluctuated with de- 
yelopments in:explosives until it is now 
stabilized in practically all Infantry rifles 
#t about three-tenths of an inch. 


The Civil War Guns. 


During our Civil War practically all 
types of muzzle-loading and breech-loading 
arms were used and the magazine rifle 
first made its appearance. From the end 
uf the Civil War to the beginning of the 
Spanish-American War the Army had no 
less than seven changes in rifles, entering 
the war with Spain with an improved for- 
eign rifle, the Krag-Jorgensen. In 1902 the 
present “Springfield” was developed and 
first manufactured at the Springfield 
Arsenal. 

This briefly is the history of the In- 
fantry rifle. To the Infantry student in- 
terested in the further reading of this 
most interesting subject the following 
books are recommended: “The Evolution 
of the Rifle,” a lecture by Major Glenn P. 
Wilhelm, O.D. (from which a number of 
the examples cited above have been taken), 
yublished and for sale by The Infantry 
Sehool Book Shop, Fort Benning; “The 
American Rifle,” a longer and more com- 
plete work on Major Wilhelm’s topic, by 
Major Townsend Whelen; and a “History 


of Rifles, Revolvers and Pistols,” pub- 
lished in “American Ordnance” in 1917- 
1918.

Brig. Gen. James T. Kerr, U.S.A., as- 
sistant to The Adjutant General, was re- 
tired from active service under orders of 
June 6, to take effect Aug. 15, 1922, upon 
his own application after more than forty 
years’ service.

WILLIAMS-FOOTE. 


Capt. A. C. G. .Williams-Foote, late 
Philippine Scouts, died at Fitzsimons Mili- 
tery Hospital on May 31. He returned 
from the Philippines fourteen years ago in 
poor health from tropical troubles con- 
tracted in the line of duty during the most 
arduous service. At the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American War Captain W-lliams- 
Foote joined the 8th Immunes as adjutant, 
Col. Eli Huggins commanding. When this 
1egiment was mustered out of service he 
was appointed first lieutenant of the 32d 
US. Volunteers, Colonel Craig command- 
ing, and sailing for the Philippines early 
in 1898. The regiment saw hard fighting. 
After the regiment was mustered out of 
the Volunteers Major General Chaffee 
prevailed upon Lieutenant Williams-Foote, 

with other selected men, to officer a na- 
tive body of troops that he planned model- 
ing after the British native Indian infan- 
try, and this organization later grew into 
the Philippine Scouts. Leutenant Wil- 
liams-Foote was the fourth son of Edward 
Williams, esq., of Honicombe House, Cal- 
stock, Cornwail, England, and of Cotswold 
House, Cheltenham, Gloucestershire. It 
was at Cheltenham that Lieutenant Wil- 
liams-Foote was educated. 

In touring the world Lieutenant Wil- 





lioms-Foote, then a mere youth, soon 
fcund himself in the far Northwest of the 
United States and in a spirit of adven- 
ture he enlisted in the U.S. Cavalry ser- 
vice. At about this time Lieut. Gen. N 
A. Miles was fitting up an expedition for 
Alaskan exploration under Schwatka, and 
having heard of the clever drawings of the 
newly arrived recruit he selected him for 
tepographical engineer and draughtsman 
of the party. It was this body of five 
whites and five Indians that first explored 
the Yukon, from mouth to source, suffer- 
ing a year of hardship and _ disease. 
The world’s first glimpse of that long 
stretch of the Yukon was in the exquisite 
sketches and watercolors done by the 
yeung artist, Lieutenant Williams-Foote, 
to illustrate Schwatka’s magazine articles 
ne. Soeteay and Harper’s Monthly, 1881- 
1882. 

To the last Captain Williams-Foote’s 
urgent cry was that the Government place 
a monument to Schwatka at the mouth of 
the Yukon. Besides his widow, Juanita, 
daughter of Gen. Frank D. Baldwin, U.S. 
A., and Mrs. Baldwin, the Captain leaves 
two sons, Baldwin and Pierson Locke, the 
former a captain of Infantry during the 
World War, and a daughter of eighteen, 
Alice Aimée. 


WYCKOFF, 


Lieut. Ambrose B. Wyckoff, U.S.N., re- 
tired, died in his home at Ontario, Calif., 
May 30. Interment was in Bellevue Cem- 
etery. Lieutenant Wyckoff, who had an 
excellent record of service. was born in 
Illinois April 29, 1848, and was a gradu- 
ate of the U.S.N.A., class of 1866. He 
performed fourteen years of sea service 
and eighteen years and seven months of 
shore duty. He was retired July 3, 1893, 
for disability incident to the service. 

Lieutenant Wyckoff served on the South 
Atlantic Station, in West Indies, in the 
Coast Survey, on the Pacific Station, and 
on the Asiatic Station. While on the lat- 
ter station serving in the Ashuelot, when 
that vessel was sunk on a dark and foggy 
night in 1883, he voluntarily left his own 
beat and took all the sick and servants 
icto a drifting steam cutter without any 
boiler or compass and saved thirty men in 
a boat in which only twelve were stationed 
at “abandon ship.” The fog lifting for a 
few minutes the next day, the helpless 
boat was rescued when almost in the heavy 
breakers on a reef. 

He was among other duties in charge 
of the Branch Hydrographic Office at 
Philadelphia, was a member of the Ameri- 
can Philosophical Society, an honorary 
member of the Franklin Institute for ser- 
vices in connection with the electrical ex- 
hibition at Philadelphia and a member of 
the M.O.L.L.U.S. He selected the site 
for the Puget Sound Naval Station, and 
in 1891 was ordered there as its first com- 
mandant. His widow, Mrs. A. B. Wyc- 
koff, resides at 131 East H street, Ontario.

secure the national defense. 

The military policy of the U.S. is embodied 
in the National Defense act of 1920. This act 
expresses the views of military men through- 
out the country, including the great mass of 
citizen soldiers who fought in the World War. 
It perpetuates the historic organizations of the 
American Army that saved Europe, and util- 
izes their traditions and personnel as _ the 
foundation upon which to build future organi- 
zations of similar character. It provides for 
their orderly mobilization and training in their 
respective localities in time of war, and avoids 
the confusion and expense incident to the 
hasty assembly of untrained and unrelated per- 
sonnel at extemporized and widely scattered 
camps. 

his policy is in entire accord with the 
spirit of our institutions and has met with the 
approval of all who have given it study and 
consideration. The sympathetic support of the 
public is necessary for its maintenance and it 
is to be expected that this support will be 
freely given when the undoubted merits of the 
policy are understood and when attention is 
ealled to the burdensome and dangerous al- 
ternative that must be faced unless it is 
made fully effective. 

The national defense is the ultimate mission 
of the Army, and a proper presentation to the 
public of the necessities in this regard, since 
it is essential to the accomplishment of this mis- 
sion, becomes naturally and logically one of 
the important duties of the officers of the 
Army. 

As the policies involved have been worked 
out with much care after a very full consid- 
eration of all the factors entering into the 
problem, it is desired, in order to avoid con- 
fusion, that they should be discussed from 
the standpoint of the War Department unless 
special authority for a different presentation is 
obtained from The Adjutant General of the 
Army.

Retirement Pay of British Consuls. 


Sections 29-41 of the Rogers bill ‘‘for the 
reorganization and improvement of the foreign 
service of the United States’’ make provisions 
for retirement pay of foreign service officers 
ranging from $4, 800 for Class A officers who 
have seen 35 years’ service, the maximum, te 
$875 for Class F officers who have served 15 
years, the minimum, An effort will be made 
in a future article to compute the probable cost 
of the retirement provisions to the taxpayers 
of the country. Meanwhile, an analysis of 
the effects of the British retirement measures 
with respect to Great Britain’s consular ser- 
vice, made some time ago by a student of 
consular matters, should be of interest. 

At the time that analysis was made there 
were 108 consular officers (dragomen, etc., not 
included) on the British retired list, of whom 
68 were retired for ill health as a result of 
foreign service at tropical and Oriental posts, 
and 40 were retired on account of age. The 
average retirement age of the invalid officers 
was 50 years and 4 months; their average ser- 
vice at retirement being 25 years and 9 months. 
The salaries paid these 68 officers at the time 
of their retirement aggregated $328,000 an- 
nually (pound sterling at $4.86), or an aver- 
age for each officer of $4,820. Their yearly 
allowance by way of retirement pay aggre- 
gated $176,000, or an average per officer of 
$2,600. 

The average retirement age of the 40 placed 
on the retired list on account of age was 62 
years and 8 months; their average service 
was 30 years and 1 month. The salaries paid 
them before retirement aggregated $183,000, 
or an average for each officer of $4,575. Their 
yearly allowance by way of retirement pay 
aggregated $102,000, or an average per officer 
of $2,550. 

The highest yearly allowance recorded in 
the British service was $6,500, an age retire- 
ment, while the lowest age retirement pension 
was $389, the beneficiary haying reached the 
age of 70 after 12 years’ service. The highest 
allowance on account of ill health was $5,670, 
the beneficiary, however, having served 34 
years, retiring at the age of 53. The lowest 
on account of ill health was $415 after 11 
years’ service. 
Under the Rogers bill, as now drafted, no 
annuity is forthcoming because of retirement 
for ill health unless the officer shall have 
served at least 15 years. But consuls have 


| become incapacitated in much less time than 


that due to service at pestilential posts. 

Great Britain has a consular service of 
which its members are justly proud and which 
possesses a remarkable esprit de corps. The 
salaries are on a par with those of our own 
corps, but in addition British consuls have & 
number of additional allowances, and England 
owns her consulates. At present we pay our 
foreign service officers nothing on retirement; 
the money he pays out of his own pocket on 
behalf of his Government keeps him broke; 
and American-owned consulates are something 
for the future, although we are making some 
ora with respect to embassies and lega- 


tion 

“Our diplomacy as expressed in our foreign 
policies has a vital effect upon our foreign 
trade,’’ says President Harding. ‘‘We cannot 
afford to be without an efficient consular ser 
vice because of a false economy in our treat- 
ment of these splendid public servants. The 
entire American foreign service should be 02 
an efficient footing and under suitable roofs. 


When President Harding appointed Arthur 
C. Geissler of Oklahoma as minister to Gua- 
temala, he virtually completed the diplomatie 
roster, and we can boast that at least one 
American chief of mission sent by the Presi 
dent to the Latin Americas can speak Spanish, 
Mr. Geissler possessing a positive felicity © 
diction in the language of the Don.

THE ‘‘CHEERING’’ OF WINCHESTER. 


Governors Island, N.Y., June 7, 1922. 

A ceremony of historic interest took place 
on the afternoon of June 3. This was styled 
the ‘‘Cheering’’ of Winchester in the illus- 
trated program of the event arranged by 
Chaplain Edmund Banks Smith, O.R.C., secre- 
tary and treasurer of the Military Service In- 
stitution, with the approval of the Command- 
ing General. 

The program was as follows: Music, ‘ ‘Civil 
War Melodies,’’ 22d Infantry band, Fort Jay; 
welcome to the Grand Army, Major Gen. Rob- 
ert Lee Bullard, U.S.A., commanding 2d Corps 
Area; address by a comrade of the Grand Army 
of the Republic; recitation, ‘‘Sheridan Twenty 
Miles Away,’ by Master Bertram Isaacs, 
pounce of the Department Commander, G.A. 

.; cheering of Winchester; music, 22d Infan- 
try band. 

No printed word, however, can describe the 
intense interest and enthusiasm of the Grand 
Army veterans who assembled in lar num- 
bers to show their loyalty to the Army in 
general and to Sheridan and his famous battle 
horse in particular. There were representa- 
tives from many of the Grand Army posts, 
with Commander Isaacs, department com- 
mander, in charge. Some came as early as 
10 a.m. in order to have half a day in which 
to visit ‘‘Fort Columbus,’’ where they enlisted 
in 1861. 

Among the striking delegations were a num- 
ber of the ‘‘Fighting 14th’’ in the old red 
forage caps. Those most deeply touched by a 
sight of old Winchester were those, quite a 
large number, who had fought under Sheridan 
with Winchester in the battle of Cedar Creek, 
Oct. 19, 1864. These were photographed in a 
group around the old war horse. One of the 
number, Harry W. Valentine, of Post 436, 
Brooklyn, G.A.R., held the bridle of Winches- 
ter at the battle which brought him fame and 
he was proud to hold again after many years 
the same bridle, for the old horse has the 
original equipments and is in excellent condi- 
tion after forty-two years of patient standing 
in his glass stall on Governors Island. He is 
now to be sent to Washington to the Smith- 
sonian Institution to have a larger circle of 
admirers than could be the case here. 

A heavy rain came up at the beginning of 
the ceremony, but not a veteran moved from 
his place, one remarking that although he was 
eighty-six he could stand any weather if Win- 
chester could. The horse was mounted on the 
side of the hill leading down from the clock 
tower building to the boat landing and by a 
coincidence the only place appropriate for the 
elevation was the pedestal of a captured Ger- 
man anti-aircraft gun, which served as a back- 
ground of the hero of an earlier war. 

Winchester was presented to General Sheri- 
dan by the officers of the 2d Michigan Cavalry 
at Rienzi, Miss., in 1862.

In spite of his power and speed 
he could be controlled at any time by a firm 
hand and a few words. Under fire he was as 
cool and quiet as any of the General’s old 
soldiers. As a horse for field service it is 
believed his superior never existed. 

Winchester took part in fifty battles and 
engagements in 1862 to 1865 and died in 
1878. He was mounted at Ward's in Roches- 
in that year brought to Governors 
been ever since in the 
museum of the Military Service Institution of 
the United States. e is now about to be 
transferred by the Military Service Institution 
to the Smithsonian Institution in Washington.

H. F. C.—According to regulations now ef- 
fective, regimental sergeant majors, retired, 
are in the first grade. Until the War De- 
partment conpletes, a regrading it is not pos- 
sible to tell for a certainty just what grade 
you will be in in the new rates of pay, but it 
is not believed that your grading will be 
changed, Assuming that you will be in the 
first grade, under the new pay schedule, and 
that you have had over 20 years of service, 
your retired pay would be three-fourths of 
$157.50 plus $15.75, or a total of $133.875. 

OLD ARMY asks: My service follows: 12 
ww 5 months, 9 days as enlisted man, 

.A.; 2 years, 8 months as commissioned offi- 
cer, emergency and R.A.; commissioned as 2d 
lieut., R.A., Sept. 19, 1920, as of July 1, 
1920; commissioned as Ist lieut., R.A., March 
28, 1921, as of Julv 1, 1920. (1) What will 
my pay be after 15 and 17 years’ service 
under the new bill! (2) What will my pay 
be after 15 ahd 17 years’ service as a captain? 

Answer: (1) With dependents, your monthly 
pay would be $250 plus $80 for rental allow- 
ances plus $36 (30-day month) for subsist- 
ence. Without dependents your base pay 
would be the same plus $60 for rental allow- 
ances plus $18 (30-day month) for subsist- 
ence. This applies for over 15 and over 17 
years’ service. (2) The above Ist lieuten- 
ant’s pay is the same as that of a captain 
from 15 to 17 years’ service. When over 17 
years the base pay of a captain jumps to 
$312.50 plus $100 for rental allowances plus

Does the 
man fipon discharge receive the $40.76 saved 
on initial allowance, or is it a loss of that 
saving? 

Answer: If Cirs. 169, 224 and 296, W.D., 
1921, have been carried out correctly, any 
moneys to your credit upon your discharge 
will be given you. For your information, 
however, these tables have been so carefully 
prepared that you will find that the clothing 
allowances will just about cover the needs of 
the average enlisted man’s enlistment. 


P. H. R.—The payment for additional ra- 
tions for non-coms. of first three grades will 
cease on June 30, 1922. The new Pay bill 
makes no provision for extra rations to non- 
coms. 


TROPICAL asks: My regiment left the U.S. 
in October, 1920, for the Canal Zone. Under 
existing laws, all officers who were with the 
regiment upon its arrival in the Canal Zone 
will return to the U.S. in October, 1923. I 
did not come down with the regiment in Octo- 
ber, 1920, although I was. assigned to it be- 
fore that date. I obtainéd a three months’ 
leave and went to Europe, reporting to the 
Canal Zone in January, 1921. When does my 
tour of foreign duty expire? 

Answer: Your foreign tour of duty will ex- 
pire January, 1924. 


CAMP MEADE asks: Is a man retiring 
with four months of his initial allowance. com- 
pleted entitled to his full initial allowance or 
ay se his daily share of his initial allow- 
ance 

Answer: Par. 20, Cir. 224, W.D., 1921, pro- 
vides that ‘‘The clothing money allowance 
will consist of an initial allowance and a 
yearly allowance. The initial allowance is 
intended to cover the cost of all clothing pre- 
seribed in Equipment A and B, Table I., Cir. 
169, W.P., 1991 (Tables of Basic Allowances), 
except those articles which are issued in kind. 
The initial allowance will not be considered as

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allowance and the initial allowance will be de- 
termined by the annual estimated value orf 
clothing, and will be announced annually, or 
as often as may be necessary, in orders from 
the War Department. .. .’’ 

A. J. H. asks: Private serving in Siberia in 
1919 was sentenced to ‘‘six months at hard 
labor and to forfeit his pay for a like period’’ 
for a misdemeanor on a tour of guard. Served 
three months of this six and was then released 
on probation but lost the two-thirds pay for 
six months. Was appointed non-commissioned 
officer one year later and has had an excellent 
character ever since being released from con- 
finement. How much time, if any, has to be 
made up? 

Answer: Three months will have to be made 
up, according to the Judge Advocate General’s 
Department. 

F. ©. asks: (1) I have seventeen months 
in on my present enlistment and I would like 
to know if in case of my purchasing my dis- 
charge I am entitled to the bonus? (2) I 
would also like to know if my Navy time 
counts in valuing the price of my discharge? 

Answer: (1) Relative to this, par. 1, sub- 
par. (d), reads that ‘‘A soldier serving in an 
original enlistment of three years and dis- 
charged by purchase, is not entitled to the 
enlistment allowance of three times the 
monthly pay of a soldier of the seventh grade, 
authorized up to June 30, 1921, by Sec. 27, 
National Defense act, as amended by the act 
of Congress approved June 4, 1920, and nota- 
tion to that effect will be entered on the final 
statement by the officer preparing the final 
statement.’’ (2) Par. 1, subpar. (g), W.D. 
Cir. 201, 1921, provides that ‘‘Only service in 
the regular Army or in other’ forces when in 
Federal service will be considered in deter- 
mining a soldier's eligibility for discharge by 
purchase and the amount of the purchase price, 
and such service is not required to be con- 
tinuous; but credit will not be given for any 
previous enlistment that was not terminated 
by an honorable discharge, or for any period 
of time during which a soldier has been in 
desertion or absent without leave.’’ 

W. E. R. asks: Some time ago there ap- 
peared an article giving the case of Nelson 
Rider vs. The United States in connection 
with pay due as a flying cadet, and the Court 
of Claims decision was said to have put these 
cadets in line for $168 per month. What 
steps should a former flying officer take to 
obtain the back pay! 

Answer: The Rider case has been appealed, 
and of course it is not known whether the 
decision of the Court of Claims will be up- 
held. Therefore, in the meantime, no settle- 
ment of the Rider ease or any similar cases 
has been made and no doubt the General Ac- 
counting Office, Treasury Department, will 
make no settlements until the ruling of the 
Supreme Court is announced. If the Rider 
case is decided in his favor, it would appear 
that similar claims will be settled in like man- 
ner. 

8S. M. P. asks: Regarding detail to the In- 
fantry School, Fort Benning, Ga., for this 
coming fall, are there to be any lieutenants 
detailed? So far no orders designating such 
have come out and rumors are to the effect 
that there will be none sent and no basic 
course. 

Answer: No orders have been issued yet, 
but it is expected that they will be sent out 
soon. If the basic course is held, and there 
are no good reasons why it shouldn’t, there 
will be lieutenants detailed to attend. 

G. R. T. asks: In the assignment of quarters 
in a battalion post, would a first sergeant rank 
a staff sergeant? 

Answer: The first sergeant would rank. 

CHIEF MUSICIAN, RETIRED.—You are in 
same pay status as H. F. ©. below. 

H. ©. B.—There is no typographical error 
made in prescribing Target ‘‘A’’ for rapid fire 
in Course ‘‘D.’’ This course was prepared 
and when put to a practical test it was found 
that rapid fire on Target ‘‘A’’ was so difficult 
that few men could qualify. A revision has 
been asked relative to this and such a revision 
will probably be incorporated in the new Rifle 
Marksmanship. 


DISABILITY RETIREMENT, OFFICERS 
APPOINTED AT AGE OVER 45. 


The Comptroller General, called upon for a 
ruling in the cases of two officers originally 
commissioned in the Regular Army under the 
act of June 4, 1920, at an age of more than 
45 years and thereafter retired under Sec. 
1251, Rev. Stats., for incapacity, the result of 
an incident of service, decides that these cases 
do not come under Sec. 1274, Rev. Stats., 
giving 75 per cent. of active pay, but are 
governed solely by the act of June 4, 1920, 
and each receives four per cent. of active pay 
for each year of his commissioned service. 
The decision follows: 

‘The specific cases mentioned for a deter- 
mination as to which of these acts in question 
is applicable under the given facts, are those 
of Capts. John H. Stern and Paul P. Harm, 
both of whom being incapacitated are subject 
to retirement. 

The military history of Captain Stern 
stated as: 

Born July 10, 1874, entered the Regular 
Army as an enlisted man July 13, 1896, rose 
to the highest non-commissioned grade, was 
commissioned as captain, Q.M. Sec., Officers’ 
Reserve Corps, May 21, 1917, and as major 
therein Feb. 13, 1919. He was commissioned 
under the act of June 4, 1920, in the Regular 
Army, Sept. 24, 1920, as captain, Q.M.C., 
being then about 46 years old. He completed 
March 21, 1922, 25 years of service, enlisted 
and commissioned. His health is said to have 
failed in November, 1920, due to an ailment 
which is anticipated to terminate fatallv not 
later than 1925. 

The other officer, Captain Harm, was born 
Oct. 2, 1864, joined the Regular Army as an 
enlisted man March 8, 1881, rose to the high- 
est non-commissioned grade, was commissioned 
Jan. 17, 1918, as captain, A.G., in National 
Army and major therein June 23, 1919. He 
was commissioned under the act of June 4, 
1920, in the Regular Army, Sept. 22, 1920, 
as captain, Q.M.C., being then about 56 years 
old. This officer has completed over 41 years 
of military service. 

While the service of Captain Harm is indi- 
cated as continuous from an enlisted man tog 
and through commissioned grades, yet in con- 
sequence of the conclusions developed herein- 
after ~~ ag gg ad the service has ae 
special bearing on the quest 
the commissioning of the officer and the right 
of retirement are specifically under the pro- 
visions of Se, act of auee 4. 2 geo con- 
tains the conditions as retirement.

Appointing the Younger Officers. 


— 24e, Appointment of Officers, provides 
at: 

‘‘Except as otherwise herein provided, ap- 
pointments shall be made in the grade of see. 
ond lieutenant, first, from graduates of the 
U.S. Military Academy; second, from warrant 
officers and enlisted men of the Regular Army 
between the ages of 21 and 30 years, who 
have had at least two years’ service; and 
third, from Reserve officers, and from officers, 
warrant officers and enlisted men of the Na. 
tional Guard, members of the Enlisted Reserve 
Corps and graduates of technical institution 
approved by the Secretary of War, p 
all between the ages of 21 and 30 years. 

Provisions are also made for appointments 
to the non-combatant brancues at ages rang- 
ing from 21 to 32 years. 

In reorganizing the active Army Congress 
has provided two sources from which shall be 
drawn officers eligible for appointment unde 
the act of June 4, 1920: 

First, one-half to be appointed from the 
files of the existing National Army, exclusive 
of officers of the Regular Army, who served 
as officers of the U.S. Army at any time be- 
tween April 6, 1917, and date of passage of 
the act, the ages of whom: are limited to 48 
and 55 years, and, 

Second, another portion comprising gradu- 
ates of the U.S. Military Academy, warrant 
officers and enlisted men of the Regular Army, 
and from Reserve officers and the National 
Guard, Enlisted Reserve Corps, and graduates 
of technical institutions, and other appoint- 
ments to non-combatant branches, all at ages 
confined to between 21 and 32 years. 

It thus appears that of the two classes com- 


prising the reorganized Army, a portion is 
contemplated by the act to be composed of 
younger men who have a prospect of many 


years of service creditable to a retirement 
right, whilst the other portion is to be com- 
posed of many who though acceptable at ma- 
tured years in consideration of war service, 
yet cannot be expected by that very reason to 
render a future service justifying retirement 
on an equality with younger entrants of 
greater longevity prospects. 


Retirement Laws Explained. 


The act of July 15, 1870, Sec. 1274, RS, 
provides: 

“Officers retired from active service shall 
receive 75 per centum of the pay of the rank 
upon which they are retired.’’ 

The various acts providing for the retire- 
ment of officers are specifically for two causes, 
viz., age, and disability in the line of duty 
not the result of personal misconduct. 

There is nothing in the retirement proviso 
to Sec. 24 that suggests that the amount of 
retired pay is modified solely with reference 
to retirement for age. 

It is reasonable to presume that Congress 
would not provide an exception to the existing 
retirement law unless with some definite idea 
in view, and that this idea was the relative 
value of the respective services possible by 
these classes mentioned cannot be doubted in 
view of all the circumstances. 

That this is a true conception is proven by 
the printed reports of the hearings when this 
very question was injected and debated, and 
it appears to have been tlie consensus of opin: 
ion expressed at that time that without 8 
modified retirement basis for this class of 
older entrants the Government does not have 
a fair prospect of such a return for the ser 
vice as would justify Government expenditure. 

While it is not a necessary rule in the im 
terpretation of statutes to consult the discus 
sions recorded in hearings, yet in case 0 
doubt they serve a useful purpose in shedding 
light upon the object of a particular enact 
ment. 


Retirement Pay Gauged by Service. 


The position evolved is augmented by the 
underlying basis of retirement pay, namely, 
that it is not a gratuity but is considered 4s 
earned through a term of service, and in the 
interest of the Government the retirement 
benefits are usually expected to be gauged by 
the return of service.

titled to the benefits of the act of July 1% 
1870, R.S. 1274, but neither could remain in 
that status. Oongress provided the only way 
in which, and the requisite qualifications by 
which, officers other than Regular Army o® 
cers could be commissioned into the new « 
ganization, and in doing so, having regar his 
the duration of the prospective service of t ~ 
class of officers, annexed a special condition 
cover their retirement. 

This special provision cannot be regarded
